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THE DEMOCRATS MUDDLED 


DOUBTS ABOUT ‘THE NEW-YORE. 
DELEGATION TO CHICAGO. 
CLEVELAND'S AND FLOWER’S CLAIMS BOTH 
RISPUTED—TREACHERY EXPECTED—A 

DARK HORSE TALKED ABOUT. 

SARATOGA, June 19.—It is useless to dis- 
guise the fact that the outcome and net result of 
the convention which adjourned here last even- 
ing is not at all satisfactory to the majority of 
the delegates who participated in it or to the 
leading men of either faction of the Democratic 
Party in this State. It has decided nothing, and 
has left the main question, on which the party, 
here and elsewhere, desired and needed enlight- 
enment, as uncertain as it was before the con- 
vention met. The only thing it has done of 
the slightest importance bearing on the posi- 
tion of the party on the Presidential ques- 
tion is to reaffirm the unit rule, which 
nobody in the convention opposed, and which 
has been the rule of the party from time’imme- 
morial. Who is to get the benefit of the rulein 
this year of our Lord 1884, no man, whatever 
may be his pretensions or “ claims,” can tell 
with any degree of certainty. This impotent 
and unsatisfactory result may be charged to the 
incompetency or cowardice of the friends of 
Gov. Cleveland, who assumed the task of “ run- 
ning’ his side of the convention. One of the 
leading Democrats and _ stanchest friends 
of the Governor, in commenting on _ the 
course of Mr. Cleveland’s spokesman, used 
the following language this morning, which 
expresses the sentiments of every sensible man 
with whom Tae TrMes’s correspondent has con- 
versed: “If I had been running that conven- 
tion in Goy. Cleveland's interest,” said he, “I 
should, in the first place, and without parley, have 
conceded to Tammany Hall what all admit to be 
her just representation, based on the vote that 
Bhe has repeatedly polled. After having done 
that I should have gone straight ahead, asking 
no questions and making no needless concessions, 
to ascertain the strength of my candidate in the 
convention. I should have offered a. resolu- 
tion setting forth Gov. Cleveland's character 
and services, and declaring it to be the 
sense of the convention that his nomination 
at Chicago would not only be gratifying to the 
Democracy of New-York, but would, in its 
opinion, best conduce to the success of the na- 
tional Democratic Party in the coming election. 
I would have hada square test vote on that or 
a similar resolution. If I had been beaten, I 
would, at least, have had the satisfaction of 
knowing where I stood, and could then have 
looked around for the next best thing to do. 
But as the matter stands now everybody in 
the State and out of it is left in the dark as to 
how far Gov. Cleveland is preferred by his own | 
party in convention assembled asa Presidential 
,candidate. Everything is left to luck, or ac- 
cident, or intrigue, or wire-pulling, or what not, 
that may turn up between now and the 8th of 
July. 1t never should have been so left.” 

Both the friends and the opponents of Gov. 
Cleveland who yet remain in Saratoga continue 
to make their estimates and put in their claims to 
the possession of delegates to Chicago. They are 
substantially the same as they were last evening, 
the Cieveland men still insisting that they have 
from 42 to 51 delegates, while the Flower men are 
positive that they have 40. Lester B. Faulkner, 
one of the anti-Cleveland delegates at large, and 
who has been as active in the canvass against 
the Governor as any man who attended the con- 
vention, said this morning that he had 
gone carefully over the list of delegates, 
most of whom he knew personally, and he was 
absolutely certain that a majority is opposed to 
the nomination of Cleveland and will so vote 
when the delegates meet in Chicago to decide 
what name they shall present. This was on the 
assumption that the Kings County delegation, 
which always votes as a unit, would be against 
Cleveland, as their whole course during the con- 
vention indicated they would be and as they all 
assured him they should be. He ridiculed the 
tables published in the Argus and some other 
papers professing to give the delegates in 
favor of Cleveland. “Why,” said he, 
“one paper even claimed Jacobs and 
myself for Cleveland, and gave as a 
reason for the claim that if we had not been we 
eould not have got on the ticket for delegates at 
lJarge. Now, the real reason, I take 1t, why we 
goton the ticket was that we hada majority of 
the votes of the convention to put usthere. I 
dont know of any betterreason. Itis very cer- 
tain we never would have got there if the men 
who want Cleveland nominated for President 
had controlled that convention. You don’t 
suppose they would have thrown away two 
votes if they had the power to prevent it, do 
you? And it is puerile nonsense for them to 
pretend such a thing, or to expect that anybody 
outside of the State will believe it.” 

John M. Wiley, one of the delegates from 
Niagara, who is claimed for Cleveland, said to 
THE TIMES’s correspondent this morning that 
he honestly believed one-half of the dele- 
gates who pretended to be for Cleveland ‘“in- 
tend to dump him at Chicago, and the fun- 
niest thing about it is that Binell and Apgar 
and that class of men who are honestly for the 
Governor, have none’of them tumbled to it.” 

This may account for the talk, which has been 
quite common among the Cleveland men all 
along, about bringing forward a new candidate 
from New-York if it should be found, after the 
convention meets, that Goy. Cleveland cannot 
get the united support of his own State. The 
name most often mentioned for such an emer- 
gency is Congressman Dorsheimer’s. It is 
claimed that he would get most of the “in- 
dependent” support that is expected for Cleve-' 
land; that he would be far stronger among 
the Germans; that he would not antagonize 
the Irish and Tammany Hall, as Cleveland 
would, and that his recordis unimpeachable and 
his abilities are of the first order. In the event 
of the delegation to Chicago not being able to 
agree on Cleveland, it is believed by many that 
Mr. Dorsheimer is the man most likely to be sub-> 
stituted for him ifthe candidate is taken from 
New-York. Mr. Dorsheimer was not made a 
delegate to Chicago, as many expected, though 
he was named among the alternates, and can be 
substituted for haifa dozen different delegates, 
if he desires; but he said, in answer to an in- 
quiry this morning, that he did not think he 
would go to Chicago at all.

HOW HE TRANSACTED BUSINESS IN GEORGIA‘|_ 
AND ALABAMA, 

Evravuna, Ala, June 19.—About two 
weeks ago one William H. Harris made his ap- 
pearance here as agent of the Atlanta branch of, 
the New-York Mutual Life Insurance Company, ' 
bearing a letter of indorsement from another’ 
agent indorsed by Gen. Joseph Johnston 
& Co., head of the Atlanta office, to W. 
N. & J. H. Reeves, brokers, local agents 
here, who introduced him to the business 
community. Harris did a rushing busi- 
ness, and was frequently seen in a dashine 
double-team turnout on our thorougfares. 
A few days ago he departed, leaving an unpaid 
livery bill behind. His advent and “style” 
caused inguiry to be made into his antecedents, 
and the result is an exposure this afternoon in 
the Evening Mail of charges against him con- 
tained inaletter from Bainbridge, Ga., which 
place it appears he explored last October. He is 
charged with receiving a premium of $40 from 
a Mr. Broughton, a citizen of Bainbridge, for 
which no policy was ever issued. Harris was 
then representing the Penn Mutual Company. 
Complaints to the company brought a response 
that no premiums had been received, and Harris | 
was directed to refund the money, which he 
never did. Mr. Harris took a contract to bore 
an artesian well, representing that he was an oil 
well borer, but after working at the well a while 
it was abandoned. An impression prevailed that

Mr. Harris knew nothing about the business. | 
During the progress of the well-boring he in- | 

| 


duced the Mayor of Bainbridge, Mr. Harreil, to 
take outa policy of $2,000 on his life, and re- 
ceived a premium of $56 13. After the failure of 
the well Harris: stated that he was going to 
Atlanta to organize a company to manufact- 
ure a certain medicine, when he would return 
to Bainbridge and settle his obligations there, 
including a hotel bill of $56. He did not return. 
No policy having been issued to the Mayor of 
Bainbridge, he demanded the return of the pre- 
mium by Harris, who was then in Atianta, and 
threatened him with the courts. The Mayor 
caused a warrant to be issued against Harris for 
larceny after trust. Harris gavea bond for his 
appearance, and, pending proceedings, sent his | 
lawyer to Bainbridge to confer with the Mayor's | 
attorney, which resulted in a compromise, Har- | 
ris refunding the premium and paying the costs 
of the court. 

With all these disparaging charges against him, 
people were surprised to see Harris return here 
yesterday, but he did not solicit policies. Mean- 
while telegraphic correspondence was going on 
between agents here and Gen. Johnston relating 
to Harris’s conduct, and on learning the charges 
against him he was summoned by wire to report 
tothe Atlanta office, and he left yesterday, with 
a promise that he would clear the matter up to 
the satisfaction of everybody. This afternoon 
the following telegram from Atlanta was pub- 


lished in the Mail: 
ATLANTA, Ga., June, 19, 1884. 
Harris stands well here: was badly treated in Bain- 
bridge. He will denounce his accusers in proper style. 
We are responsible to all applicants and policy-holders 
in New-York Life. J. E. JOHNSTON & CO. 
This telegram, however, does not satisfy the 
people, as it is believed that it was sent by Har- 
ris in order to stop further investigation and pro- 
ceedings and give him time to arrange his affairs 


in Atlanta.

THE DEFAULTING TELLER’S WIFE IN AN 
INSANE ASYLUM. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 19.—‘‘ Ike’”’ Stan- 
ley, theembezzling Teller, was released from jail 
to-day, having succeeded in getting bailin the sum 
of $15,000. Stanley’s wife has become crazy and 
is now at a private sanitarium in Painesville. 
The presence of her husband, it is thought, may 
effectacure. Itissaid that his wife knew sev- 
eral months ago that her husband had taken a 
large sum of money from the bank, and her 


mind became affected through nervous excite- 
ment attending the er: Edward Schwartz, 
the broker, was also released to-day, his brother, 
a Chicago broker, putting up $5, in currency 
for bail. Edward Moon, the other broker charged 
with beingan accomplice of Stanley, is still in 
jail, and it looks very much as if he would re- 
main there unti) next October, as he can get no 
one to go bail for him in the sum of $10,000. This 
morning his attorneys-paid over to the bank the 
sum of $3,400, it being part of Stanley’s last deal 
in wheat. Stanley assigned all his outstanding 
deals to the bank when he was arrested, and this 
money is all that is left of $55,000 which the Teller 
sank. The story told by Moon regarding the 
deals with Stanley show a peculiar state of af- 
fairs at the bank. It seems that messenger boys 
from the stock broker’s office would go tothe 
bank during banking hours and tel! Stanley the 
state of the markets, and when the market went 
against him would ask for margins. Stanley 
would thereupon hand the messenger boy $5,000 
or $10,000, as the case might be, through his win- 
dow at the bank, subsequently making his cash 
balance by going to the bank vault and taking 
money from the reserve fund. The fact that 
Stanley did this in the very face of the Cashier 
and Assistant Cashier, shows how bold his opera- 


tions were.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL’S DEBTS. 
CINCINNATI, June 19.—The Supreme Court 
Commission has sustained the decision of the 
Hamilton County District Court in the Arch- 
bishop Purcell case. Upon finding himself finan- 
cially embarrassed the late Archbishop trans- 
ferred several valuable pieces of property to his 
brother Edward, in order that the assignment 


might be made by his brother instead of by him- 
self. But at a later date, when the appalling ex- 
tent of his failure became known, it was decided 
that Father Edward’s assignment ought to be 
supplemented by an assignment by the Arch- 
bishop. The money had been received on 
deposit upon the authority of the Archbishop, 
but in the name of Father Edward. Certain 
creditors banded tcgether, and claiming it was 
their right to elect whether the Archbishop or 
Father Edward was their debtor, brought an ac- 
tion against Father Edward to obtain possession 
of the property the Archbishop had transferred 
to him. he District Court held that the credi- 
tors of the Archbishop were the creditors of 
Father Edward and vice versa, and it is that de- 
cision the Supreme Court Commission has sus- 
tained. Whatever there may be for distribu- 
tion among the creditors will be pro-rated 
among them all.

The applications made to the members of the Na- 
tional Committee for tickets of admission to the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention indicate a misunderstand- 
ing of the method by which they are distributed. The 
tickets are printed and issued by the committee ac- 
cording to rules which have been followed at previous 
conventions. They cannot be given as a favor to 
any person. The hall will have 10,500 seats,and of 
these 2,000 will be occupied by delegates, alternates, 
officers, and committees. About 800 seats will be allot- 
ted to the press, Subscribers to the fund to pay the 
expenses will receive 750 tickets, and 750 more will be 
used for distribution among the local committees and 
city and county officers. It is supposed that 1.200 tick- 
ets will be given to Senators and Representatives in 
Congress, veterans, and other eminent meu of the 
country who will attend the convention. Nine hun- 
dred and fifty tickets will be reserved by the National 
Committee for contingencies. The remainder of the 
tickets will be given to the delegates, making six tick-

‘A FABULOUS SUM INVOLVED 


——__a—_— 
THE PROPOSED EXTENSION OF 
THE PENSION ARREARS ACT. 
ANOTHER LONG DEBATE IN THE SENATE— 
THE AMOUNT INVOLVED IN THE BILL 
ESTIMATED AT $246,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The Scnate spent 
another half-day in discussion of the Mexican 
pension bill to-day, the debate being wholly 
upon the amendment agreed upon in the Re- 
publican caucus and introduced by Mr. Ingalls. 
As modified, this amendment extended the 
limitation clause in the Arrears of Pensions act of 
1879, to Oct. 1jnext, so that all the Union vet- 
erans of the last war who have filed their claims 
before that adte, shall receive arrears. The 
amendment also places all officers and 
privates on an equality, so far as the 
rate of pension is concerned. Mr. Morgan 
opened the debate by asking how much the pro- 
posed amendment would take out of the Treas- 
ury, and several Senators replied that according 
to the estimate of Pension Commissioner Dudley 
the amount would be about $246,308,200. Mr. 
Blair explained that this was based on the 
graded pensions, but by making officers and pri- 
vates fare alike, the amount would prob- 
ably be about $225,000,000. Mr. Mitch- 
ell assured the Senate that it was entirely- 
impossible for any intelligent person to 
estimate the exact sum, but he thought 


Mr. Dudiey’s figures were much too large. Mr. 
Beck smiled as he remarked that when the 
arrears bill was passed the estimated expendi- 
ture under it was put at from $20,000,000 to $25,- 
000,000, while thus far the amount had been 
nearly or quite $100,000,000. Mr. Beck oe series 
of questions, drew from members of the Pensions 
Committee the fact that the amendment had 
not the sanction of that or any other commit- 
tee, while a proposition similar in character 
had been rejected by the Pensions Com- 
mittee. After Mr. Mitchell had ex- 
pressed his belief that the Treasury could 
stand the expense, Mr. Riddleberger deelared he 
would not support the amendment, which pro- 
posed to pay out $200,000,000 or $300,000,000 with- 
out any bill to that effect ever having been 
recommended by a committee of either house of 
Congress, and when nobody could tell within 
$100,000,000 how much it would cost. Mr. Beck 
answered that the amount would probably be 
about $50,000,000, and the amendment was a 
scheme concocted im caucus to defeat the Mexi- 
can pensions bill. Our surplus now, he added 
was about $100,000,000. Where was the $246,000.- 
000 to come from ?. Was the tariff on the neces- 
saries ot lifeto be increased ? Mr. Conger talked 
vaguely about being just to the Union soldiers, 
and then Mr. Voorhees said he regretied that the 
legislation was proposed but he would vote for 
it. There should, however, be no limit within 
which claims must be filed, and he therefore 
moved to strike that out of the amendment. 

Mr. Morgan made an earnest speech against the 
caucus measure, when Mr. Ingalls took up the 
cudgels in its behalf. Southern Democrats, he 
declared,were willing to vote pensions to Mex- 
ican war veterans who were dropped from the 
rolls because they were disloyal during the re- 
bellion, but whenever it was proposed to pension 
Uniom veterans, these Democrats immediately 
began to talk vaguely about extravagance and 
to oppose the measure. Mr. Ingalls read an edi- 
torial from a Southern newspaper to show how 
the people of the South, hated Yankee pension- 
ers, and spoke some sharp words to the Demo- 
crats on thatsubject. Then he gavea synopsis 
of the pension legislation since the war. He 
agreed with Mr. Voorhees that there should be 
no limitation clause in the amendment. It was 
unjust, but he had weakly placed it there in 
deference to those who were not willing to be 
just. It was a compromise, and he was ashamed 
of it, but he would take a crust when he could 
notget aloaf. He desired to give public notice. 
Mr. Ingalls added, that if he was a Senator when 
the limit was up he would move to repeal it, and 
would seek another compromise if he could do 
no better. In conclusion Mr. Ingalls said he did 
not believe the figures of Commissioner rey 
that the amendment would involve $246,000,000, 
but he admitted that the amount could not be 
computed. 

It is expected that the discussion will be con- 
tinued to-morrow. An attempt will be made to 
dispose of the bill this week.

“TEA-DUST” TO BE EXCLUDED. 

The Dominion of Canada has recently 
decided that the article known to commerce as 
“*tea-dust,”’ and which is found upon analysis to 
consist of tea-dust and a great deal of rubbish 
deleterious to health, shall not be admitted to 
the country. A bill to prohibit its importation 


into this country, a measure supplementary to 
that excluding adulterated teas, has been on the 
House calendar for some time, but the House has 
been dilatory about taking it up. In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Miller, of New-York, called a bill up 
similar in its provisions,and securedits immediate 
passage. The bill is amendatory of the generally 
approved bill to exclude adulterated teas and 
has been urged by all the leading tea importers, 
who are desirous that stringent regulations shall 
be made to control the importations in the inter- 
est of the consumers. Mr. James R. Davies, who 
has been called to Washington repeatedly by the 
Treasury Department to furnish Information on 
this subject, was here to-day, and returned to 
New-York satisfied that the bill brought forward 
by Mr. Miller will be passed by the House as 
saon as it reaches that branch of Congress.

A CLERE’S “LUCKY SPECULATIONS.” 

Detroit, Mich., June 19.—John Lowry, 
Jr.,a resident of Norwalk, Ohio, has just been 
taken to Haughton, Mich., in charge of an offi- 
cer, having been arrested a few days since in Da- 
kota, where be was running a farm of a thousand 
acres. For several years he occupied a position 
as assistant clerk for the Calumet and Hecla Min- 
ing Company, at Calumet,and has always been 


considered very trustworthy. About two years 
ago he resigned, and moved his family to Nor- 
walk, Ohio, where they now live. He was sup- 
posed to be worth about $50,000. A short time 
ago a mine wood contractor was ar- 
nisheed by Mr. Neumann, of Lake in- 
den. This brought about the examination 
of the mine accounts which Lowry had kept, 
and there was a discovery made where he had 
forged a eye for $8,000 and pocketed the 
amount. This led to a further examination, and 
the defalcation was reported as having reached 
over $36,000, and which it is thought will reach 
probably $50,000 before the investigation is com- 
pleted. Lowry lived high and speculated in min- 
ing stocks considerably, and when he left was 
heartily congratulated upon being so successful 
in his speculations. It seems that Lowry was in 
the habit of paying out two checks for wood 
bought, one of which he would give the con- 
tractor while the other he would indorse himself 
and call it a lucky stock speculation. It was 
only the accident of the lawsuit which led to the 
discovery of the fraud, as he stood high in the 
estimation of every one and not a suspicion was 
entertained against him.

The facts are as follows: ‘A 
young man living in South Nyack had occasion 
to spend a few daysin Pennsylvania, in a region 
where there is smal)-pox, and returned home ap- 
parently quite well. He had been back but a 
short time when he showed symptoms of illness, 
and it was ascertained that he had varioloid in a 
very mild form. Precautions were taken 
promptiy to prevent any unpleasant results to 
the community, and the patient will be removed 
from the vil . All danger of aspreaa of the 
contagion has m made possible. The case 
of varioloid isa very mild one,and the young 
man’s condition is improving. Nyack is free

KILLED BY A BLAST. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 19.—Frank Schu- 
macher, a laborer in the employ of the Mil- 
waukee Cement Company, was instantly killed 
at the company’s quarry at noon to-day. The 
accident occurred at the time of the regular noon 
blast. Schumacher and his companions had re- 
tired into a cave seemingiy out of reach of the 
blast, but in some unaccountable manner a large 
piece of rock entered the cave, striking Schu- 
macher on the forehead and entering his brain. 
Five or six of his companions had a narrow es- 
cape, for the rock flew through the crowd, bare- 
ly missing them. 


HIS HEAD SEVERED FROM RAIS BODY. 
CuaTTranooGa, Tenn., June 19.—An ac- 
cident occurred at a saw-mill run by Keys Broth- 
ers, near Kings Mills, in Sullivan County, this 
mormine.

OHIO MINERS IN CONVENTION.

A TROUBLE AMONG OFFICERS—DELEGATES 
TO THE TRADES ASSEMBLY. 

CoLtumsBvus, Ohio, June 19.—The Ohio 
Miners’ Association met here to-day, the Hon. J. 
F. McBride, the President, in the absence of the 
Secretary, calling the convention to order. Tne 
objects of the convention are numerous. The 
principal one, however, was to select delegates 
to the Trades and Labor Assembly, which meets 
in this city next week. There is a conflict 
of long standing between the President 
and the Secretary, Mr. Williams, in regard 


to the authority vested in each. Some of 
the delegates here to-day favor asking for the 
resignation of both the President and Secretary. 
Delegates are present from nearly all the mining 
districts in the State, and great interest is 
manifested. ‘The fact that large contracts 
have been made by a leading  Pitts- 
burg operator to deliver coal here at as 
low a.price as that mined in Ohio, 125 miles 
nearer Columbus than Pittsburg, has attracted 
much attention and will be fully discussed to- 
morrow. President McBride addressed the con- 
vention on the objects of the call of the Trades 
or Labor Congress, and distributed copies of the 
call issued by the Columbus Assembly. He 
stated that if the organized labor through- 
out the State should be brought to bear 
upon the law-making powers it would be 
better than if presented by this organization, so 
far as the coal miners were concerned. The 
question of sending delegates to the Labor Con- 
gress brought Mr. Robinson, of Nelsonville, out 
ina short speech, in which he referred to the 
fact that in Congress 25 years ago they had been 
called the “‘Mudsills of the North.” -It was so 
yet, because issues were not pooled and he be- 
lieved in the pooling process. 

The follow delegates were elected: Christo- 
pher Evans, Carbon Hill; John Davis, Belaire, 
and John McBride, Massillon. Messrs. Hysell, 
Heal, and Boseley were named as alternates. The 
prices of mining was the next question taken up, 
the President stating that there had been a loss 
of 26cents per ton to the miners, and that Pitts- 
burg miners were virtually getting more than 
Ohio miners. It would be useless to ask a higher 
rate without securing co-operation from their 
Keystone brethren. If a convention could be 
held in August, there would be time to decide 
upon making a demand for a higher price in Sep- 
tember.

POLITICS AND GAMBLING. 


THE CHICAGO GAMBLERS HAVING A LIVELY 
TIME WITH MAYOR HARRISON, 


CuIcaGco, June 19.—The second battle of 
the politico-moral war declared last night by 
Mayor Harrison was fought this evening, 
though the “killed and wounded” were 
fewer in number than in the first en- 
counter. Last evening’s raids resulted in 
the arrest of nearly 200 keepers 
inmates and the total destruction of nearly $10,- 
000 worth of fine gambling implementsin the 
furnace at the Desplaines-street station. This 


afternoon Justice Kersten fined the keepers $10 
each and the inmates $5 each, and Mike McDon- 
ald, who had bailed them all out last night, became 
surety for the payment of tne fines. New out- 
fits were procured from Mason & Co. to-day; and 
the houses were reopened. Al! of them closed at 
6 P. M., however, excepting that of 
Joe Martin, No. 1083 Madison-street. His 
half-dozen dealers were arrested and $800 
worth of new implements bought to-day were 
destroyed. For years Mayor Harrison has de- 
clared that no gambling existed in Chicago, but 
a score of houses have been running openly all 
the time and, it is alleged, with the full 
knowledge of his Honor. On the eve 
of an election he has ordered so-called raids, but 
the places have reopened within a few hours. 
Mike McDonald, the reputed boss gambler, has 
recently displeased the Muyor by his political 
action, and when he declared his intention of 
going to the convention as Harrison's colleague 
the Mayor put his foot down. The McDonald-Mac- 
kin faction captured the primaries on Tuesday 
and the various district conventions on Wednes- 
day, and this is believed to be the cause of last 
night’s * pull,” as only five houses, all of which 
are under McDonald's patronage, have been 
molested. To-night’s raid was doubtless in- 
tended to show that the Mayor means business. 
The gamblers threaten now to assassinate him 
pomnere,o they have heretofore given him 
political life.

He had traveled over the greater part of the 
earth, and everywhere he had met Mr. Spur- 
geon’s sermons. He said a gentleman in Aus- 
tralia subsidized a newspaper for £1,000 per an- 
num tocirculate Mr. Spurgeon’s sermons.

In addition to this the almost uni- 
versal thought of the convention was that the 
temperance question should not be unduly 
pressed; that the campaign should be made on 
distinctive political questions ani not upon any 
moral issue. In the Committee on Resolutions 
the yote was unanimous upon this idea, 
and the temper of the convention was 
shown by the prompt way in which it 
adopted a rule to allow no_ resolution 
to be even read, but that all sich must be sub- 
mitted without reading or debate. Mr. Cum- 
back attempted to have the ruie so construed ag 
not to apply to amendments to the report of thé 
committee, but this the convention would not 
listen to, not more than 100delegates, if so many, 
following Mr. Cumback’s lead. The platform 
calls for a new State Constitution, a proposition 
which, it was held, sbould be perfectly satis- 
factory to the temperance people, and to ail 
others who want to amend that instru- 
ment. The present Constitution was made 
in 1851, when the State had less than a million in- 
habitants, and there seems to be a necessity for 
a new organic iaw. The present platiorm is 
almost a reprint of the platform upon which the 
party went to victory in 1880, the new Constitu- 
tion being the only added plank,and it 1s held 
that if all Republicans could then unite upon 
such a declaration of State pelicy they can do so 
now. When the resolutions were read Col. Cum- 
back rose and protested. “Two yearsago,” he said, 
** with united voice we prociaimed to the coun- 
try that we favored the submission to the peo- 
ple of an amendment to the Constitution to 
strike down the greatest evil and the greatest 
curse in the land. To-day, strange to say, our 
platform is silent as to the existence of such a 
curse. To that, as 2 Republican, as a life-long 
Republican, I utter here in my _ place, 
and in the name of humanity, my 
solemn and = earnest protest, and, Bir, 
if 1 were permitted under’ the ruies 
of this convention, I would now offer a resolue 
tion reaffirming the actidn of the party two 
years ago and arraigning the last Democrati¢ 
Legislature for not submitting to the people of 
the State of Indiana that necessary amendment 
to the Constitution. But, sir,asi am not pere 
mitted to do that, all that i am permitted to. do 
is to rise here as a life-long Republican, one who 
has given 20 years—the best years of his life—to 
build up this grand party of which I am 
so proud, all that is permitted me is to rise in my 
place and protest against this backward step of 
he Republican Party.”” Asmall number of votes 
were cast against the adoption of the platform. 
Mr. Cumback feels sore, as do a number of other 
temperance leaders, they not being specially fa- 
vorable to the nomination of Mr. Calkins. It ig 
probable a temperance convention will be called 
and a third ticket put into the field, but of this 
the temperance men will not speak deiinitely to- 
night.

TENNESSEE DEMOCRATS. 
fHEY LEAVE THE TARIFF ISSUE TO THE 
. NATIONAL CONVENTION. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 19.—The advo- 
cates of the adoption of the minority report of 
the Committee on Platform were successful 
in the effort to prevent a vote in the 
State Democratic Convention after midnight, 
and the Assembly adjourned until 9 o'clock 
this morning, when the fight was renewed. The 


contest was of a most exciting character. Dele- 
gate after delegate aired their views on the 
tariff question, and the Chairman found it very 
difficult to preserve order. Capt. Sheafe, a 
“tariff for revenue only” man, took the ground 
that concessions ought to be made, and declared 
that the Democracy could not carry New- 
York, Delaware, and Maryland by _§re- 
fusing to give incidental protection to 
home industries. Ex-Congressman House, 
who had been very severely criticised for de- 
nouncing those who do not entertain his anti- 
protection ideas, reiterated his opinion that such 
critics were not Democrats. This aroused anew 
the antagonism of the men upon whom his re- 
marks reflected, and the debate w hotter. At 
last a vote was taken, and the minority re- 
port was tabled by a vote of 794 to 535. 
This vote indicated the strength of the 
two factions, and those in favor of the minority 
report began to filibuster, with the hope of pre- 
venting the adoption of the majority report. 
Thé minority favors a tariff for revenue 
adequate to the wants of the General Govern- 
ment economically administered, and so ad- 
justed in its details as to afforda fair and reason- 
able encouragement to homelaborand domestic 
products and manufactures, but not to promote 
monopolies. The majority favors the regulation 
of railroads by a commission, and denounces the 
present tariff asa masterpiece of injustice, in- 
equality, and false pretenses; favors a reduction 
ot the tariff, and demands that no more revenue 
be raised than is required to defray the legitimate 
expenses of the Government economically ad- 
ministered. An attempt was made to strike 
out the tariff plank and refer the matter to the 
National Convention, but the motion was 
promptly ruled out of order. This decision was 
appealed from, and the ruling was sustained by 
740 to 589. A motion to table the tariff plank was 
lost by 644 to 678. The previous question was 
called for, and, being lost, the convention ad- 
jgurned until 3:30 P. M. ‘ 

he afternoon session was also stormy. Ex- 
Congressman Whitthorne offeredan amendment 
to the majority report providing fora tariff for 
revenue with incidental protection to the com- 
mercial, agricultural, and mechanical interests. 
Ex-Speaker Ledgerwood offered an amendment 
pledging the convention to abide by 
the action of the National Convention in 
regard to all issues. This amendment was 
adopted by an overwhelming majority, 
and the majority report as a whole was then 
adopted. A delegate from Hamilton, who is the 
editor of a Chattanooga paper, withdrew from 
the convention, saying that he would use his in- 
fiuence to the utmost to defeat the action of the 
convention. This announcement was received 
with hisses. The present Railroad Commission- 
ers were renominated, and Goy. Bate was re- 
nominated by acclamation, after which the con- 
vention adjourned sine die.

GEN. ROBERT TOOMBS SPEAKS. 
HE THINKS GOV. GLEVELAND THE MAN 
WITH WHOM THE DEMOCRATS CAN WIN, 


Macon, Ga., June 19.—The Telegraph has 
the following: ‘'* Cleveland will be nominated. 
He is the man.’ The speaker was a man of 
strongly marked features, whose iron-gray hair 
fell in wavy bands from beneath his Panama 
hat.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The first ratifica- 
tion of the action of the Chicago Convention by 
the Republicans of the District ot Columbia took 
place to-night. The meeting was held in front 
of the City Hall, which faces on a square having 
an area of three or four acres, and this large 
space was ‘filled with an audience of several 
thousands. Three large platforms were erected 
on the City Hall piazza, and from _ these 
the speakers addressed the assemblage. 


Judge Shellabarger, of Ohio, presided at 
the principal platform, on which some of the 
most prominent Republicans in officia] life had 
seats. Gen. Hawley called the meeting to order, 
after which Judge Shellabarger opened it in a 
speech, in which he described the nominee of the 
Kepublican Party as the fittest person (all things 
tonsidered) that could have been selected. 
He was, perhaps, the best known man in the 
country, and was the purest and most exalted 
man in the Republic. [Cheers.] : 
Judge William Lawrence, of Ohio, read a series 
of resolutions indorsing and ratitying the Re- 
ublican nominations for President and Vice- 
resident and setting forth reasons why Blaine 
and Logan should be wupposted and elected by 
those who had at heart the best interests of the 
country. The resolutions were adopted with 
cheers. Judge Shellabarger then introduced the 
Hon. John Sherman as the first speaker 
of the meeting. Mr. Sherman said: “It 
is one of the curious customs of Amer- 
ican politics that when anybofy is nom- 
inated for office his competitors are the 
first to be called upon to vouch for the wisdom 
of the choice.

FOR TARIFF REFORM. 
CHARLESTON, 8S. C., June 19.—At the 
meeting of the County Democratic Convention 
to-day resolutions were adopted reiterating the 
language of the National Democratic platform 
of 1876 as to the tariff, and demanding as a right 
and not as a boon the reduction of Custom- 


house taxation by successive, moderate, reasona- 
ble, and well-considered measures to its con- 
stitutional basis asa means ot raising revenue 
for the support of the Government and 
for that purpose only. The _ resolutions 
cordially commend the course of_ the 
Democratic Represenatiyes from South 
Carolina in supporting the Morrison bill. They 
also declare that there should be no further re- 
moval or reduction of internal revenue taxes on 
tobacco or spirituous liquors untjl the taxes on 
imports shall have been reduced to the average 
rate of duty which was levied in 1860. The Barn- 
well, Darlington, Richland, and several other 
Democratic conventionsin the most influential 
counties of the State have declared for tariff re- 
form, so that the State Convention next week 
may be expected to make this the controlling 
issue in the State Democratic platform.

OBITUARY. 


JOHN GUSTAVUS DROYSEN. 

John Gustavus Droysen, Professor of 
History at the University of Berlin, died yester- 
day. He was bornon July 6, 1808, at Treptow, 
in Pomerania, and in 1835 became Professor in 
the University of Berlin, in 1840 in Kiel, and in 
1848 was given a commission from the Provisional 
Government of the Elbe Duchies to Frankfort. 


Subsequently he was member of the Parliament 
at Frankfort and Secretary of the Constitutional 
YXommittee, Dr. Droysen was nominated a Pro- 
essor in the University of Jena in 185], 
and went back to Berlin in 1859. He was 
a Chevalier of the Order of Leopold of Bel- 
gium and of the Order of the House of 
Ernest of Ganong. eC wrote a “History of 
Alexander the reat,” 1887; a “History of 
Hellenism,” two volumes, 1836-43; ‘* Lectures on 
the History of the War of Freedom,” two vol- 
umes, 1846; * Life of F. Marshall, Count York of 
Wartenburg,.” two volumes, fourth edition, 
1863; ** History of Danish Politics from Acts and 
Documents,” conjointly with Samwer, 1850, and 
a “History of Prussian Politics,” Vols. 1.-X., 
1855-70. r. Droysen was also editor of “A 
Translation of Adschylus,” third edition, 1868, 
and & “Translation of Aristophanes,”’ second

THE HOMEOPATHIC CONVENTION. 

DEER PARK, Md., June 19.—In the Homeo- 
pathic Convention this morning Dr. Dowling, 
of New-York, as one of the committee on the 
question of an American co-editor-in-chief on 
the revision of the Materia Medica, made a re- 
port recommending that an editor be appointed 
to work in unison with Dr. Hughes, of England, 
and named Dr. J. P. Dake, of Nashville, Tenn.

UNION PACIFIC REPORTS. 
Boston, June 19.— President Charles 
Francis Adams, Jr., of the Union Pacific, denies 
the report from Wall-street to-day that he has 
discovered or broken up any conspiracy whereby 
the Union Pacific Company has been robbed. The 


statement that General Manager Clark, of the 
Union Pacific, had resigned, and that his resig- 
nation had been accepted is denied by authority 
of the President and Vice-President of the 
road. Mr. Clark intimated when the recent 
changes were determined upon that his resigna- 
tion was ready if desired, but he will remain in 
charge at Omaha as long as his health will per- 
mit. The Union Pacific Railroad ooo has 
legal advice that Congress cannot compel it to 
take out patents and pay taxes upon its lands, 
and it, therefore, will take no such action. 

A special dispatch from New-York contains an 
interview with President Adams in relation to 
reports of his interview with the Secretary of 
the Interior. He says: ‘“ There is absolutely 
no truth in the stories that I —- against 
the Government report. I did nothing of the 
kind. The Railroad Commissioner mentioned to 
the Secretary of the Interior that I was in town 
and the latter sent for me. We hada pleasant 
chat for 10 minutes. No reference was made to 
the report, but the reporters jumped to the con- 
clusion that I was protesting against something. 
The report contains some unpleasant facts, but 
nothing more than every one knows, and no ex- 
ception can be taken to it by the company. The 
Government was given every facility to get at 
the facts, and all this talk about strictures and 
inferences and protests is nonsense. The report 
makes no charge against the company, but sim- 
ply states facts which have long been public.”

A NEW SUMMER COLONY AT THE 
NEW-JERSEY HiGHLANDS. 
MME. JANAUSCHEK’S NEW PLAY—FREE 
PASSES AND FULL HOUSES—THEATRES 

IN LONDON AND SAN FRANCISCO, 

An actors’ colony is, with a good deal of 
rapidity, springing up at the New-Jersey High- 
lands just above the mouth of the Shrewsbury 
River. Members of the dramatic profession, 
when selecting places for Summer recreation, 
have a strong tendency to concentrate at given 
points. For three or four years Long Branch 
was the spot settled upon as the favorite theat- 
rical resort. Butthat point ultimately lost its 
attractiveness to the general run of prosperous 
professionals and was gradually deserted by 
them. Three or four Summers ago Mr. John 
Webster was at the Highlands visiting friends, 
and he became very much interested in the va- 
rious attractions of the place. Up on the hill, 
just below the Highland twin lights, he bought 
a fine strip of tand close’ beside the 
lot upon which Mr. Joseph Wheelock’s 
cottage has stood for several years. Here 
Mr. Webster proceeded to build him a mansion— 


which he calls a cottage for some reason best 
known to himself. It is a remarkably handsome 
house, erected upon the topmost layer ofa suc- 
cession of smooth and well-graded terraces. 
Mr. Webster has ——- countless dollars in tear- 
ing the building down and putting it up again, 
until he has a place which might be claimed 
with a good deal of pride bya millionaire. Here 
Mr. and Mrs. Webster spend their Summers, 
when the Salsbury Troubadours, in which they 
are partners, are obliged in common with the 
other theatrical attractions of the day to defer 
to the heated term. Next, close to them on the 
right, is the country palace of W. R. Hayden, 
manager of Thomas W. Keene, the tragedian. 
Mr. Hayden has made a great deal of 
money with his star in the past three 
or four years, and he has taken great 
pride in building a country house according to 
his own ideas and in furnishing it most lavishly. 
This is one of the most richly decked and pictur- 
esquely situated sea-side residences in the coun- 
try, and Mr. Hayden has already arranged to have 
no less than a dozen guests at any one time dur- 
ing theentire Summer. Mr. Wheelock’s cottage, 
which flanks the Webster house on the other 
side, is a cozy little place which looks like a 
year-round home. From all of these houses, 
situated some 400 feet above the water's edge, 
there are very fine views. The buildings at Co- 
ney Isiand can be easily distinguished, and 
in clear-weather the big Rockaway hotel is 
easily distinguishable. At night the fire- 
works show brilliantly and the dancing 
lamps of the Scotland Light-ship shine plain- 
ly. The yacht races around this vessel give 
visitors a good deal to talk about, and all day 
long there is a procession of Long Branch boats 
and coasters plying up and down within an easy 
gun-shot. Further down the road isthe hand- 
some Summer residence of Mr. Niel Burgess, 
which is _ completed. It makes Mr. Burgess 
slightly dizzy to think of the cost, but heis en- 
joving himself hugely in this ——— of the 
“ Widow Bedott” and ** Vim.” Burgess is a rich 
man now. Not far from his house is the cottage 
of Horace MeVicker, who usually manages the 
starring tours of Edwin Booth. Mr. McVicker’s 
wite is professionally known as Miss Aflie 
Weaver, and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. H. A. 
Weaver, occupy aportion of the large white 
McVicker cottage. Mr. McVicker has a patent 
hatching apparatus, a vegetable garden, a cow, 
and a pair of field-glasses, and out of this 
multiplicity of materials he draws untold joy. 
At the base of the bluff along which these actors’ 
Summer houses are stretched runs the swiftly 
eddying Shrewsbury River. On the other side of 
the stream there is a strip of land just wide 
enough to contain the tracks of the New-Jersey 
Southern Railway, whose cars are crowded now- 
adays with Long Branch excursionists. Beyond 
the sand strip the ocean rolls and roars upon as 
fine a beach as there is along the shore. Down 
on the edge of the river, under the bluff, and ex- 
tending out over the water, is the new building, 
known all down the coast as Swift’s. Last Win- 
ter the house was burned down, and there was a 
responsive sigh trom the many among whom the 
delicious shore dinners of Swift’s have been long 
celebrated. The busy hammering of the car- 
penters upon the new structure is now nearly 
finished, and it will be open in a few days. 
The Summer boarder has not yet invaded the 
surrounding country to any great extent, and 
the actors have had it pretty much to themselves 
since the middle of May. But the hot days are 
coming on apace, and the invasion has sent its 
first rumbling notes ahead. The players who 
have settled at the Highlands will have many 
transient recruits during the Summer, and the 
indications are that the colony will grow still 
further next year. There is already an _invest- 
ment of more than $100,000 of theatrical money 
in the Highlands, and Mr. Webster, who is an 
enthusiast upon its cool breezes, its fine views, 
its fishing, its crabbing, andits varied charms, 1s 
quite sure it will be doubled inside a twelve- 
month, If Mr. Webster rebuilds his house some 
more it undoubtedly will. 
* * 


Mr. Henry E. Hoyt is busily engaged thus early 
in making the scenery for Mme. Janauschek’s 
new play, which is to be produced at the Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre early in the Autumn sea- 
son. It isthe present intention of Mr. Edward 
Taylor, who manages Mme. Janausckek’s busi- 
ness, hereafter to put this piece upon the 


stage here quite as handsomely as it can be done, 
sparing no expense in the effort. Heasked Mr. 
Hoyt to make for him an outside estimate of the 
cost of the production, and when the artist 
named his figures Mr. Taylor told him he would 
allow him to go $1,000 beyond that point. The 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre has been engaged out- 
right for the production,and if the new play which 
Mme. Janauschek intends to fill her entire season 
proves successiul it will be kept on for a period 
of three weeks in the metropolis. Then it will 
be taken out upon the road with every stitch of 
canvas and every stick of properties used in the 
New-York representation. The play is trom the 
pen of Mr. Harry Meredith, who is alleged by his 
friends to bean actor. Mr. Meredith is also the 
author of that somewhat phenomenal literary 
production called * Ranch 10.” ‘Through the en- 
ergy and personal attention of Mr. Taylor the 
new play of Mr. Meredith’s has been rather wide- 
ly mentioned in a favorable way, and Mr. Mer- 
edith is now inclined to reward the piece as an 
inspiration. It is in reality, according to all who 
have heard it read,a remarkably strong play, 
giving Mme. Janauschek ample opportunities 
for the exhibition of talents which belong pecul- 
iarly toher. She will play two characters in the 
drama. One of them isa blind woman, and the 
other a French operatic singer of second rdéles, 
a woman of uncertain morals and of rather rabid 
tendencies in the direction of diamonds and 
dress. This character is framed upon the model 
of Hortense in ** Bleak House,” although the 
resemblance is simply characteristic, It does 
not extend to a point which would lead even the 
captious critic to think the likeness had anything 
in it of plagiarism. The personage is a sort 
of female Satan, with slightly comic views 
of serious matters. The other character, 
the blind woman, is intense and pathetic. 
it will be seen from. this condition of 
affairs that Mme. Janauschek has ample 
opportunity to sink her personality and to make 
the two portraitures so thoroughly opposite to 
each other as to give rise to the probability that 
the production of this play will be attended with 
striking results. Mme. Janauschek sails for 
Europe to-morrow. It is her intention, be- 
yond ordering a number of elaborate toi- 
lets in Paris, to visit a number of asylums 
for the blind for the prrowe of making 
»ersonal observations to aid her in the work she 
1as undertaken for next season. She will play 
only this one piece upon her tour, and the fact 
is sufficient to attract wide-spread attention. 
Thus far it has been her habit to play every 
night a different piece from her large and 
rather ancient répertoire. Most of these pieces 
she has been playing for a period of 12 years, and 
she has decided to cut loose from all of them at 
once.

The first performance of the ubiquitous Hav- 
erly’s Mastodon Minstrels, at the Drury-Lane 
Theatre, London, does not appear to have been 
attended with extremely satisfactory results. In 
point of fact, the London papers state plainly 
that the house was only fairly full, and that by 
11:30 at night, when the performance came to an 
end, fully one-half of the audience had left the 
theatre. The statement that Mr. William Emer- 


son, who was the chief star of the Haverly 
troupe, had returned to this country only tem- 
coy and intended to go back again to the 
Mastodon Minstrels is not based upon fact. It 
will be remembered that HE ‘TIMES 
said upon the occasion of the_ setting 
out of the Mastodons that Mr. Emerson 
was extremely dissatisfied with the appearance 
of things in connection with the projected trip 
across the water, and that up to the last moment 
there was very great hesitancy upon his part as 
to whether he would goatall. He was to re- 
ceive a salary of $500 a week from Mr. Haverly, 
and he was considerably troubled as to the abili- 
ty of the energetic little manager to meet this 
obligation in connection with his other responsi- 
bilities. Mr. Emerson’s mind seems to have been 
additionally disturbed during his trip to the 
other side, for he did not wait until the time 
his salary was to begin, but almost literally 
turned upon his heel and came back. It 
is unders' that he has gone to San Francisco 
for the purpose of rt his minstrel 
troupe on the Pacific slope, and it is definitely 
stated thay under no circumstances whatever 
will he go k toMr. Haverly. That gentleman 
is prepared, however, to work up a at boom 
for his organization in London. Private ad- 
vices from that capital indicate that 75,000 

have been issued for the Drury Lane Theatre 
during the stay of the minstrels in that estab- 
lishment. This is an exceedingly difficult season 
ot the year for dramatic affairs of any kind to 
make headway in Engiand. Holidays of all 
kinds are pressing fast in that part of 
the world, and it is the custom of the 
English populace to take to the country upon 
every on of this description. Only rainy 
weather can succeed in driving the people into 
theatrical places of amusement. There are

es. Barbers, office boys, scullions, ali lay 
their money upon horse-races. It is a popular 
craze, fully as extensive as mining speculations 
were in California in the height of the gambling 
era of that State, Added to this system is the 
fact that the‘higher classes in Great Britain are 
at present practically debarred trom attending 
the theatre by reason of the Court mourning for 
the late Prince Leopold. It is stated upon excel- 
lent private authority that only two theatres in 
London are clearing any profit at this time. One 
of them is the Adelphi, where Mr. Charles Warner 
is playing the principal character of ‘In the 
Ranks,” and the other is the Princess’s, where Mr. 
Wilson Barrett is still running “Claudian” to 
large and handsomely paying audiences. 


Mr. Haverly’s liberality in the matter of passes 
in London has, if current rumor may be at all 
relied upon, recently been almost equaled, com- 
paratively speaking, in this city. During the four 
weeks’ run of the “ Wages of Sin” atthe Four- 
teenth-Street Theatre it is said that fully 10,000 


free passes were couuted in the ticket box office. 
This wholesale admission of ople without 
money and without price tended to give addi- 
tional éclat to a production which was properly 
regarded on all sides as a large financial success. 
The astute managers who conducted the fort- 
unes of the play in question preferred 
to turn a few paying customers away from 
the doors every night rather than sun _ the 
chances of having it appear that there 
were any vacant seats in the _ theatre. 
The play was undoubtedly more successful in a 
financial sense than almost any other that has 
been brought out in New-York at a similar time 
of vear. But the necessity which presented 
itself for papering the house will give strength 
to the theory of one New-York manager at 
least, who has expressed his determination of 
closing his theatre hereafter every year within a 
fortnight of the beginning of the Easter holi- 
days. He insists with considerable vehemence 
that the chances of profit later than that are ex- 
tremely small, while the risk of loss is very great. 
He adds that he can let his house very readily 
after that time for five or six weeks to country 
combinations which are willing to pay a hand- 
some price for a New-York opening. This theory 
is gaining considerable circulation among man- 
agers in the city, and it may lead to some rather 
extensive changes in the system of theatrical 
conduct in the Metropolis.

Mr. Fred Maeder, be- 
tween his twinges of pain, succeeded on 
Wednesday in calling up a rather melancholy 
smile as he told THE ‘TrIMEs’s writer 
that he thought he had visited his brother 
one day toosoon. Mr. Frank Maeder, who has 
accumulated considerable financial solidity 
throeigh the popularity of the Salsbury Trouba- 
dours, in which he is part owner, has for a num- 
ber of years owned a very charming home in 
Long Branch. He has steadily but unavailingly 
urged his brother Fred to come down and spend 
afew days with him. Last week he succeeded in 
prevailing upon that gentleman to make him a 
visit, and within an hour of his arrival the guest 
was thrown from the se so buggy and shat- 
tered in the manner described. All the victims 
of this mishap are now rapidly on the road to re- 
covery, although at least two of them will be 
confined to the house for a considerable period 
to come.

IOBBIED INTO CONGRESS 


HOW MR. ENGLISH SECURED A 
SEAT FOR HIS SON. 
MEMBERS PERSISTENTLY IMPORTUNED TO 

VOTE AGAINST MR. PEELLE—THE IN- 

DIANA PATRIOT TESTIFIES. 

WASHINGTON, June 19,—The investigation 
by a special committee of the House into the 
allegation that the Hon. W. H. English and other 
ex-members of the House had made improper 
use of the privilege of the floor was continued 
this morning. Congressman John D. White, of 
Kentucky, was called. His attention was direct- 
ed to certain statements made by him from his 
place inthe House when the resolution under 
which the committee is acting was under con- 
sideration, and he was invited to state what 
he knew respecting the allegation that ex- 
members had been lobbying upon the floor 
in the interest of the Bonded Whisky bill. 
He called the attention of the committee to rule 
134, which provides, substantially, that ex-mem- 
bers of Congress not interested in any pending 
claim or bill, and who shall so certify, may be 
admitted to the floor, and all others (except cer- 
tain classes previously named) shall be excluded. 
Mr. White said that a register was kept by a 
clerk of the House for the purpose of registra- 
tion of ex-members under this rule. He had ex- 
amined this register, and found.that Gen. Raum 
had registered upon this book, and that while 
acting as attorney in the interest of the Bonded 
Extension bill was frequently present on the 
floor of the House, his certificate to the effect 
that he was not interested in any pending lezis- 


lation standing upon the register at the time. 
The Hon. Henry Watterson was also a frequent 
visitor to the floor while this bill was pending. 
Mr. English bad not registered. 

Q.—Do you know that either Mr. Watterson, 
Mr. Raum, or Mr. bay 5 en were there to influ- 
ence members of the House in respect to legisla- 
tion? A.—Weil,the best information that I 
have that Watterson and Raum were both there 
on that business is that when [ introduced that 
resolution they both left, Watterson by one 
door and Raum by the other. 

The Hon. J. B. Kasson, of Iowa, was called and 
invited to tell what he knew about the allegation 
that Mr. Weller had been influenced by the 
elder Mr. English to absent himself during a 
vote upon the English-Peelle case. Mr. Kasson 
said he had no personal knowledge on the point; 
that it had been a matter of remark generally 
among the members in his vicinity, that Mr. 
Weller had been taken into a corner, and had 
thereupon immediately left his place in the 
House. He had heard talk of this kind from 
half a dozen members. 

Representative Horr testified that for four or 
five days before the conclusion of the English- 
Peelle case he had noticed Mr. English on the 
floor conversing with members. When the case 
was being decided several members spoke of Mr. 
English senior importuning members to vote for 
his son, and said they thought it improper. 
Afterward, Representative] Potter, of New- 
York, spoke to witness on the subject, and said 
he thought it an outrage. An ex-member of 
Congress, he said, was violating the rules, and he 
thought attention should be called toit. Just 
previous to this Representative Ellis told him 
that he (Ellis) had no doubt of Peelle’s election, 
and that he had been importuned not to vote 
Mr. Ellis said Senator Voorhees, to whom 
he was under great obligations, had requested 
him not to vote at all unless he could vote for 
Mr. English, and that under the circumstances 
he thought he could not vote. Representative 
Burnes also spoke to witness, and said he thought 
Mr. Peelle was elected, but he did not intend to 
vote. Directiy afterward half a dozen Repub- 
lican members in conversation said a Democrat 
had taken Mr. Weller to a cloak-room, and that 
after conversing with Mr. English senior Mr. 
Weller had left the House. At their suggestion 
witness called the attention of the House to it, 
but did not claim to have personal knowledge. 
“Mr. Bayne,”? continued witness, ‘‘also made 
a speech in regard to Mr. English’s conduct. The 
next morning Mr. Weiler made a statement de- 
nying that Mr. English had approached him and 
saying that he left the House without any so- 
licitation. At my suggestion Representative 
Hart inquired of Mr. Weller if some one else had 
not attempted to influence him to leave the 
House, to which he replied: ‘No, Sir.’ After- 
ward I spoke to Mr. Weller and told him Repre- 
sentative Pusey said he had told him to leave 
the House, when the majority of hisside of the 
House held contrary views.” Afterward witness 
told Mr. Peelle he did not desire to speak. Wit- 
ness voted for Mr. Peelle throughout, as he felt 
in duty bound. He considered Mr. English’s 
conduct improper, and so told Mr. Horr. 

Representative Peel, of Arkansas, said that 
Mr. English senior, after the first vote, in which 
witness had voted against Mr. English junior, 
asked him how he could stand by and see a Dem- 
ocrat slaughtered. Witness’s reply was that if it 
was at the polis.he would vote for his son. but 
that he did not consider him elected. “ The 
night previous Representative Pusey came to 
my room, told me Bayne was mistaken; that Mr. 
English had not induced Weller to leave the 
House, but that he [Pusey] had done so. Mr. 
Pusey said Weller told him he intended to vote 
against Mr. English, and that afterward, in the 
same conversation, Weller said he had a telegram 
informing him of his wife’s expected arrival. 
On hearing this Mr. Pusey said he advised Weller 
to go and meet his wife, and Jaughingly spoke of 
how he had accomplished his purpose. The three 
Democrats Il have mentioned and others told me 
that Mr. English was log-rolling his son’s case, 
and that it ought to be stopped.” 

my ty sen perme Potter, of New-York, testified 
that he had voted for Mr. Peelle. He said to Mr. 
Horr that he preg ny it an outrage for an ex- 
member to be on the floor trying to influence a 
case before Congress. Hethought itanimproper 
thing, and so stated to Messrs. Horr and Ellis. 
Mr. Ellis said he wished he was free to vote, 
but was under obligations which he could not 
disregard. Witness was asked several times to 
go back of the seats and see Mr. English senior, 
but replied that he was too busy. Afterward he 
received a notefrom Mr. English requesting an 
interview. He had an interview with Mr. En- 
glish in the cloak-room. Mr. English said he un- 
derstood witness’s views were against the right 
of his son to the seat, and that witness intended 
making aspeech on the subject. He requested 
witness not to speak and said witness might be 
mistaken in his views. Senator Voorhees, who 
was present, said he thought witness should not 
press his views, and so could not vote for him. 
This was all his conversation with Mr. English on 
the subject. 

Representative Ellis said that previous to a 
vote on the case he expressed views hostile to 
Mr. English’s claim to aseat. Afterward several 
Democrats, including Mr. English senior, spoke to 
him on the subject. In his conversation with 
Mr. English the latter merely expressed his con- 
viction that his son had a goodcase. Witness 
believed the conversation to be accidental. Mr. 
English did not bring Senator Voorhees to him, 
but the Senator had spoken to him on the sub- 


ject. 

William H. English was then called. He said 
he was first elected to Congress in 1852, serving 
one or more sessions, when the body met in the 
old hall, and the first session that it met in the 
new hall. He said he had been in Congress four 
terms and was the Democratic candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency in 1880. 

Q.—Are you familiar with the rules of the 
House? A.—In my day I knewtherules. I had 
a vague idea that there was some rule about 
the admission of ex-Congressmen when I fast 
came. 

Q.—Did you speak to any of the members of 
the Elections Committee with reference to the 
case between your son and Mr. Peelle? A.— 
Some I did and some I did not. I cannot call to 
mind that I conversed with any Republican. 

Q.—Before the question was reported from the 
committee you talked with Democrats? A.—I 
think so. 

Q.—Where did you seethem? A.—I met them 
casually. 

Q.—Did you converse with them on the floor 
of the House? A.—I did. I saw Mr. Converse, 
Mr. Bennett, Judge Lowry, Mr. Elliott, Mr. Rob- 
ertson, and Mr. Adams, of New-York. 

Q.—Wiill you detail the conversation with Mr. 
Converse? A.—It would be impossible to call to 
mind what I said. I probably talked with him 
fifty times. He had charge of my son’s case in the 
House and thought he was entitled to the seat. 
We talked on various things—the tariff and the 
next President. We discussed the testimony fre- 
quently. 

Q— Dia you say to him the effect it would have 
in Indiana if your son was ousted? A.—I think 
I did. I said I thought it was desirable for the 
party to stand together on all questions. 

Q.—What did you say to Mr. Cook? A.—I met 
him in the rear of the hall and had very little to 
say. We talked about land speculations in Iowa 
and political matters generally. 

Q.—Did you importune him to come over and 
sustain yourson? A.—I don’t know what you 
callimportuning. Whenever I talked with any 
one I said I thought my son was entitled to the 
seat. 

Q.—What inducements did you hold out to Mr. 
Cook? A.—I didn’t offer any inducements. The 
candidate of the Greenback Party for Congress 
in the Indianapolis district wrote to Mr. Cook, I 
understood, and told him*that he thought my 
s0n was entitled to the seat. 

Q.—Did you say the Greenback Party would 
be benefited by the seating of your son? A.—I 
thought the knowledge of the fact might influ- 
ence Mr. Gook in casting his vote. 

Q.—Did you talk with Mr. Frederick, a con- 
testant, and ask him to tell Mr. Cook that unless 
your son was seated it would affect his case? A. 
—I have no recolleciion of saying that. 

Q,—Well, will you ~ you did not? A.—I 
vou say I did not, for I have no recollection 
of it. 

Q.—Did you send a note to Mr. Potter request- 
ing him to go to the cloak-room? A.—TI did not. 

.—Did you meet him there? A.—I did. I 
was toid by several persons that I ought to talk 
to him. said I was sorry to hear that he was 
not favorably impressed with my son’s claim to 
his seat, and ho that he would hear the other 
side. He replied that he had made up his mind, 
and I said 1 nothing moretosay. I further 
said that I hoped he would not fight us on the 
floor, having heard that he was inclined to make 
a speech.

A.—It did not occur to me that my going was a 
violation of the rule. After I had been on the 
floor I heard that a Republican member said it 
was a violation. I went to Mr. Carlisle and asked 
him if I was violating the rule by being on the 
floor and speaking with sach members as I de- 
sired about my son’s case. He said I was inter- 
ested as a father, a Democrat, and a citizen, 
but that I had no pecuniary interest. He 
thought I was not violating the rule. If I 
did or suid anything in violation, iam frank to 
say, gentlemen, that I regret it. I don’t hesitate 
to say that when conversing with gentlemen I 
did present my son’s case as wellas Lcould. At 
one time I thought that I would not remain on 
the floor because it might be an injury to my 
son, but the impropriety of the thing did not 
occur to me. 

Q.—Did you ever know a candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency being on the floor of the House ? 
A.-—I never knew one to have a son elected to 
Congress. I thought this was an exception, and 
that L had the privilege of the House.

COL. BLISS’S TESTIMONY ENDED. 
THE STATEMENTS OF MESSRS. WALSH AND 
KER AGAIN ATTACKED. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—In beginning his 
testimony before the Springer investigating 
committee to-day Mr. Bliss said the question had 
been asked him why he did not try some other 
case than the Dorsey case. He continued: ‘I 
did my best to have some othercasetried. There 
was a number of small cases. Merrick and I had 
some talk onthe matter. He said that he thought 
it was unwise to take up these smaller cases, and 
nothing was done.” Mr. Bliss then answered 
some of the statements of John A. Walsh. 
“Walsh testified,’ Mr. Bliss said, ** that I was in- 
terested in the National Republican. My inter- 
est was one seventy-sixth. I went into it to 


see if I could prevent the attacks on the 
prosecution. From the time I went in the 
attacks ceased. When the paper was bought, 
there were several gentlemen connected with it 
on contracts that could not be dropped. They 
had sympathy with Brady. Walsh says that I 
attacked him. That’s not true. Walsh attacked 
me, and that very early.” Reference was then 
made to a statement of Walsh prepared by A. M. 
Gibson. Mr. Bliss said that the statement was 
prepared in 1881; that in it no mention was made 
of the notes for money lent to Brady, and that 
no mention was made of Brady stealing notes 
from Walsh at an interview between the two 
men, The witness continued: “My opinion is, 
that the transactions between Walsh and 
Brady were not loans, but money paid for 
expedition. I think it can be shown that the 
notes did not exist till 1882. Walsh has sworn 
here that the drafts and notes on which his name 
appears were brought to him by Kellogg. In his 
statements he says those drafs and the note were 
received by him,not from Kellogg, but from 
Braay.” Mr. Bliss referred to an interview with 
ex-Senator hellogg. He said: “ Kellogg came 
to see me at the hotel after the Grand Jury was 
reconvened, the second week in July, 1882, and 
showed me a letter written to me by the Attor- 
ney-General. Mr. Brewster, in his communica- 
tion, said: ‘See Kellogg and oblige your friend.’ 
He said that Price had given him an envelope to 
hand to Walsh. Kellogg told me that he did not 
know the contents of the envelope. He said sub- 
sequently that he had received some money from 
Walsh and had used it for political purposes. 
Walsh had told him, he said, that the money was 
the proceeds of the drafts. I didn’t let Kellogg 
goon. Icouldn’t help but think that he knew 
what wasin the envelope when he acted as a 
messenger to convey it from Price to Walsh.” 

Q.—Why didn’t you let him go on? A.—I 
didn’t want to be a reservoir. 

Q.—There’s no harm in being a reservoir, A.— 
There is if you are going to be tapped. Kellogg’s 
idea in coming to me was to convince me that 
he hadn’t done anything wrong. 

The witness gave his reasons for opposing the 
acceptance of Price as a witness, and granting 
himimmunity. Hesaid: ‘I urged that Price’s 
statement was incomplete. I thought that he 
had not given enough for his immunity. He 
had been in all the rascality, and I didn’t believe 
that he was a usallthat he knew. Wood- 
ward was told to interview Price and get all that 
he could from him. On the result of that inter- 
view the Attorney-General decided to accept 
him asa witness. I thought we were to be con- 
sulted on that matter before a decision was 
made. When I came back from New-York I 
found that the Attorney-General had decided to 
accept Price without consultation. I thought 
that faith had been broken, and I thougbt that 
Mr. Merrick had something to do with it.” 

Referring to the prosecution of Kellogg, Mr. 
Bliss said: “ The —_ came up that the 
prosecution of Kellogg would change the Me- 
publican majority in the Senate, and then the 
question of postponing the trial until after his 
term should expire. I said if Kellogg was guilty 
enough to be indicted he was too guilty to re- 
main in the Senate and make laws. never said 
it was a serious thing to indict a United States 
Senator. A colored juror made the remark, 
and I perhaps replied that it was. Ref- 
erence has been made to Kellogg being my 
friend. When he came to me _ with the 
Brewster note, I didn’t know him. I have had 
but two interviews with him, once here and once 
in New-York, and I have met him on the street 
three times, and made a passing recognition. I 
said to Mr. Merrick at one time that if Kellogg 
was indicted people would say it was done 
through him, and because he was a Democrat.” 

Mr. Bliss referred to the proposed arbitration 
of the star route cases, and said he did not pro- 
pose to arbitrate until the Grand Jury refused to 
indict. He also pointed out numerous alleged 
errors of minor importance in the testimony of 
Messrs. Walsh and Ker, which completed his evi- 
dence, and the committee adjourned. 


THIEVING GOVERNMENT OFFICERS. 
A SHORTAGE IN A DEAD CLERK’S - ACCOUNTS 
—THE NAVY EMBEZZLEMENTS. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—The First Con- 
troller of the Treasury, in settling the accounts 
of Robert C. Morgan, (deceased,) formerly dis- 
bursing clerk of the Department of State, and 
chief of the Bureau of Accounts, discovered a 
deficit of $12,000. His bondsmen are Charles E, 
Whitehead and Horace M. Ruggles, of New- 
York, and Albert R. Bass, of Brooklyn, and they 
have been called on tomake good the amount. 


Mr. Morgan was disbursing clerk of the State 
Department for many years and was held inthe 
highest esteem. He died about two months ago. 

Secretary Chandler said to-day that the inves- 
tigation of the accounts of the Naval Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery since 1881, is still in prog- 
ress, and that a large number of suspicious 
vouchers have been found which, in case they 
prove to be fraudulent, willfurther involve the 
two officials against whom proceedings have 
been begun, and also a numberof outside per- 
sons not previously suspected. Mr. Chandler 
also said that a number of arrests were probable, 
as the twocierks against whom proceedings have 
been instituted appear to have carried on frauds 
for the last three years with the assistance of 
various persons outside of the department. The 
Secretary says further, that he has no reason to 
believe that the fraudsextend to other bureaus 
of his department. 

J.O. P. Burnside, late Superintendent of the 
Post Office Department, who was rearrested last 
night on a warrant charging him with retaining 
$8,000 realized from the sale of waste paper, was 
to-day released on $2,500 bail. The examination 
into his affairs shows that Burnside immediately 
upon entering his office in 1876, began to retain 
a portion of the money realized from the sales 
of old office furniture, carpets, waste paper, Xc., 
which he was by law required to turn into the 
Treasury. The investigation has been conducted 
with much difficulty, owing to the fact that 
Burnside kept no record of the sales of material, 
but it has been shown that he received over 
$32,000 on that account. It is probable that 
Burnside wil! be rearrested upon additional war- 
rants, and when the investigation is concluded 
the facts will be laid before the Grand Jury.

Il. Glass, having the appearance of rolled or rough 
plate glass, the uneven surface being obtained by a 
patent process which does not change the character of 
the glass, and which is, in fact, cylinder glass un- 
polished: Held to be dutiable under the provision for 
unpolished cylinder glass, in paragraph 138.—T. [. 
new. (Letter to the Collector of Customs at New-York.) 

II. A mixture of black lead or plumbago with oxide 
of iron, silica, clay, gum, resin, &c., the plumbago being 
about one-half of the whole article in quantity: Held 
to be dutiable at 20 per cent, ad valorem, asa non- 
enumerated manufactured article, and not to be free of 
duty, as claimed by the appellants, under paragraph 
764.—T.I. new. (Letter tothe Collector of Customs at 
New-York.) 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, June 19, 1884, 

A joint committee from the New-York Chams« 
ber of Commerce and the Maritime Exchange ap- 
peared before the Senate Committee on Commerce to- 
day and made arguments in support of the passage of 
the bill providing for the deepening of Gedney’s Chan- 
nel through Sandy Hook, 

At aspecial meeting of the Senate Committee 
on Public Lands this morning the Ontonagon Land 
Grant bill was taken up. The committee voted to 
recommend the forfeiture of the grant and to relegate 
to the courts all questions of the rights of claimants to 
and settlers upon these lands. Senator Morgan was 
instructed to frame a bill in accordance with the views 
of the committee. 

Secretary Frelinghuysen communicated to the 
House Committees on Appropriationsfand Foreign 
Affairs, at a joint meeting this morning, the details of 
the plans of the Administration in respect to the 
Nicaraguan waterway, He said that the unusual 
methods adopted for making the matters known to 
Congress were taken for ** real reasons,’’ and asked that 
his communications might be received under the re- 
strictions of official secrecy. The committees, after 
hearing the Secretary, adjourned without action. 

The House to-day passed the bill to prohibit 
the importation and migration of foreigners and aliens 
under contract to perform labor. It makes it unlawful 
to enter into an agreement or contract with any for- 
eigner or alien to perform labor or service of any kind 
in the United States, or to prepay the transportation or 
in any way assist or encourage the importation or 
migration of any alien or foreigner under contract or 
agreement, parole or special, express or implied. It 
declares all such contracts void ana of no effect. It 
makes it a crime, punishable with fine and imprison- 
ment, for any master of a ship to land such aliens or 
foreigners so under contract inany United States port. 
The act is not to apply to contracts for skilled work- 
men in any new industry not at present established 
here, provided that skilled labor for that purpose can- 
not be otherwise obtained, nor to professional actors, 
lecturers, or singers. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Pennsylvania, from the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds, reported a 
resolution to the House to-day that the charges of 
corrupt or collusive action on the part of the Secretary 
of the Treasury or some of his subordinates in con- 
nection with the selection and purchase of a site for the 
Federal building at Brooklyn have not been sustained. 
After half an hour’s discussion a motion was made by 
Mr. Young, of ‘Tennessee, to recommit the report. This 
motion brought out a protest from Mr.Slocum, of New- 
York, that it would throw the matter over until next 
session, and that the halls of the ,Capitol had been 
crowded with the agents of men who had other prop- 
erty to sell and who had used Mr. Holman, of Indiana, 
as u tool to offer the resolution which he had offerred 
the other day, Mr. Holman indignantly repelled this 
intimation. The motion to recommit was rejected, 
and the resolution was adopted. 
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CASEY'S THIRD TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

The third trial was begun yesterday of 
Patrick Casey, for the murder of Sergt. Cummis- 
key, inthe Queens County Court of Oyer and 
Terminer. A number of witnesses testified for 
the prosecution, which was closed. The story 


of the shooting was toldas it was given at the 
timein Tae Trmes. it was shown that Casey 
had several times made threats against Cummis- 
key, saying thet the latter was following him 
around and trying to get evidence against 
him to have him dismissed from the force, 
and that Mayor Petry and Commissioner McGee 
bad also done this. The first witness called for 
the defense was Commissioner McGee, who de- 
nied having followed Casey around. Mayor 
George Petry was called, and he also denied hav- 
ing watched Casey while on duty. Mrs. Casey, 
wife of the prisoner, said that her husband was 
a habitual drinker, and she had looked upon him 
for some time prior to the shooting as being in- 
sane. She mentioned several things that went 
to show his insanity. One was his constant 
dread of the Police Commissioners. He had ac- 
cused her of being unfaithful to him, and said 
their children were not his. A few years before 
it had been necessary to hold him, as *‘ he wags 
foaming at the mouth and acting like a crazy 
man. : 

Thomas Casey,a brother of the prisoner, alsa 
testified to a number of insane freaks committed 
by him. James Lynch, one of the prisoner’s rel- 
atives, had looked upon Casey for 15 years as 
being of unsound mind, particularly after a pro- 
tracted spree. Mrs. Jane Casey, 61 years of age, 
mother of the prisoner, was then assisted to the 
witness stand. She remembered a fall that he 
had had on the ice some 15 yearsago. He struck 
on his bead and was brought home unconscious. 
He was confined to the house for two months in 
consequence of the fall, and had often com- 
plained of his head. 

The case will be given to the jury this aftere 


noon.

The latter is 
charged by O’Rourke, who is a stockholder in 
the gas company mentioned, with having sold to 
Richard D. Perry, of New-Brighton, Staten 
Island, 800 shares of the gomqent 5 stock, which, 
itis claimed, were issued unlawfully and with- 
outthe necessary consent or knowledge of two- 
thirds of the stockholders. Yesterday morning 
Officer Kelly arrested Gross and took him’ to’the 
Jefferson Market Police Court. The prisoner, 
who is 70 years old, after reading the lengthy 
affidavit drawn up, denied it in toto, and asked 
for a hearing through his counsel. A letter from

The Senate is handling the pension ar- 
rears proposition with its eyes open, so 
far as they can be opened by an official 
estimate of the cost of the proposed legis- 
lation. ‘The Commissioner of Pensions 
says that the cost will be $246,308,200. 
In view of the fact that the cost of the 
priginal Arrears act has already been five 
times the estimate made when it was 
passed, this new estimate is probably 
not too large. The opponents of the propo- 
sition ask where the money is to come 
from, and those who support it reply that 
the representatives of the South are un- 
willing that Union veterans shall get any- 
thing out of the Treasury. The merits 
and demerits of the proposition seem 
to have been neglected. The Treas- 
ury ‘‘will stand it,” Mr. MITCHELL 
says. Wiil the tax-payers stand it? 
Is the measure one that ought, in justice 
to the whole people, to become a law? 
Our existing pension laws are far more 
liberal than any ever enacted by any other 
nation. What is to be the final limit? 
The tendency of legislation seems to be 
toward a law that will pension every sur- 
viving Union soldier. When such a law 
shall have been passed national bank- 
xuptcy will be near at hand. 


Watering gas stock is an unlikely kind 
of crime. Except asa means of dissem- 
bling profits it would be a most superflu- 
ous course for the Directors of a gas com- 
pany to take. If the complaint of Mr. 
O’RovurRKE against Mr. Maanus Gross is 
made out it will show. that Mr: Gross’s 
difficulty was not that the stock of Mr. 
GRoss’s gas company was, in his opinion, 
too profitable, but merely that too 
little of it was in his hands, and 
that he thereupon issued and sold 


account. This is even a quicker method. 
of acquiring wealth than making out gas 
bills, but it is more precarious. We fear 
it will fare ill with Mr. Gross when he is 
brought before a jury of consumers if it 
is shown that he is dissatisfied with the 
normal profits of the business. Something 
ought to be done, the jury will say, to a 
man as greedy as that. 


A project is said to be on foot for the 
formation of a new Stock Exchange. 
Such a proposition would be absurd at 
any time, since there cannot be two ex- 
changes for fixing the price of the same 
commodities. Nevertheless, it was at 
least intelligible when GOULD made it two 
or three years ago for the purpose of 
bullying the Governing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange into listing some of his 
so-called securities. At present it is made 
under no pretext at all except that seats 
in the Stock Exchange cost too much. 
In point of fact, a seat which the holder 
was forced to sell might probably be had on 
very reasonable terms, though not so cheap 
as $250, which is the price proposed for a 
seat in the new institution. This, it will 
readily be perceived, is simply a plan for a 
‘‘bucket shop,” where the poor will be 
provided with aniple facilities for gam- 
bling. There is, however, no serious de- 
mand for cheaper forms of vice. Unless 
the police should actually and perma- 
nently suppress the alluring game of 
policy, the want felt by the projectors of 
the new Stock Exchange will continue to 
be supplied by a much less pretentious 
method than that which they propose. 

OES EO SE EE TE 

After a full examination of the grounds 
of the Republican revolt against the 
Chicago ticket, the Blaine organs have 
still nothing better to say in defense 
of their candidate than that those 
whe oppose him are ‘ dudes,” ‘ Phar- 
isees,” “‘ free traders,” and ‘‘ Englishmen.” 
In the hands of some of our brisk and ani- 
mated Blaine contemporaries these seri- 
ous charges have been so ingeniously pre- 
sented as to be made attractive reading 
even to the dudes and the Pharisees. 
But we are bound in all kindness to say 
that by some of the duller prints this 
argument is very clumsily handled. They 
make it cheap and common—no more at- 
tractive, in fact, than the most vulgar 
kind of lying. We are watching these

TAMMANY UNDER BONDS. 

The Saratoga Convention was managed 
with uncommon skill and prudence, and 
resulted in putting Tammany Hall under 
bonds to keep the peace. There was an 
evident disposition to make liberal con- 
cessions to prevent a disturbance of har- 
mony and to secure united action 
even if it were not so decided in 
its character as a majority of the 
convention desired. . Tammany went to 
Saratoga demanding an equality of rep- 
resentation with the County Democracy, 
and threatening a “ bolt” if it were not 
granted. Probably there was,no actual 
fear of a ‘* bolt,” but there was great anx- 
iety that there should not be a protest 
or the pretext for dissension. Accord- 
ingly Tammany was given all that_ it 
asked in the way of representation—more, 
in fact, than it had at first demanded. No 
ground was left for dissatisfaction on that 
score. 

Tammany also went to Saratoga op- 
posed to presenting CLEVELAND as the 
candidate of the Democrats of the State 
for the Presidency. He was unquestion- 
ably the choice of all the better portion of 
the party. A majority of the delegates in 
the convention would have been glad to 
declare in his favor. It was known that 
of all men he was most acceptable to the 
independent voters and would receive 
more support from dissatisfied Republic- 
ans in this State and elsewhere than any 
one else that could be named. The Tam- 
many opposition was known to be due to 
the very facts that give CLEVELAND his 
strength. He has been the champion and 
defender of reform methods. He has re- 
fused to prostitute the functions of his 
office to strengthen those who maintain 
themselves by disposing of public spoils. 
He has firmly resisted the pressure of 
Tammany Hall whenever it has demanded 
anything that in his opinion was incon- 
sistent with the public interests confided 
to his care. This is the very head and 
front of his offending and the source of 
Tammany opposition to him. 

Although all this was known, the man- 
agers of the convention were deter- 
mined to give JOHN KELLY and his adher- 
ents no excuse for kicking against its ac- 
tion. It refrained from presenting CLEVE- 
LAND in advance as a candidate for the 
nomination at Chicago, and put the dele- 
gates named under no pledges. Thereby 
a contest was avoided. What the delega- 
tion may do or how it may be divided 
when the time comes for determining its 
action in the National Convention no man 
can tell, but for the time it is united, and 
Tammany has no ground of complaint. 
It is under bonds to accept with cheerful- 


“ness the result of the final action of the 


delegation, and the action of the conven- 
tion in which it will take part. There 
will be nn excuse or pretext for dissent. 
All this may be regarded as “‘ good poli- 
tics’ from a Democratic point of view. 
What the price of concessiori may finally 
prove to be and what the consequences of 
Democratic harmony in this city remain 
to be seen. But to independents and Re- 
publicans the position of Tammany Hall 
in national politics must be regarded as a 
matter of indifference, They can have no 
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with that most corrupt factor in political 
affairs. The vote which it controls must 
be regarded as a counter in ‘the hands 
of JoHN KELLY, which he will use 
in any exigency of the game he 
plays to promote his own winnings. 
If the Democratic Party of the country 
has sagacity it will make its nominations 
at Chicago without regard to his designs. 
No matter who the candidate may be, the 
honorable support of Tammany can never 
be calculated upon. If JoHn KELLY thinks 
he has more to gain by ‘‘ knifing” the can- 
didate than by supporting him, he*will not 
hesitate to do it. His avowed opposition 
to a candidate should be rated at its true 
value, and it should be recognized that his 
avowed support may turn out to have pre- 
cisely the same value. The Democratic 
Party in this State has put him under 
bonds to support the Chicago nomination, 
and it has acted shrewdly in view of the 
immediate exigency, but the Democratic 
Party of the Nation cannot safely reckon 
at all with his camp of freebooters. 


HOW RASCALS ARE PROTECTED. 


The disagreement of the lawyers em- 
ployed by the Government to prosecute 
star route thieves, and especially the at- 
tacks recently made by Col. GEORGE 
Buiss, a Republican, upon his associates, 
Mr. RicHarRD T. MERRICK and Mr. W. W. 
KER, who are Democrats, may direct 
public attention once more to the diffi- 
culties attending the prosecution of 
thieving politicians by means of ma- 
chinery controlled by the party in 
which these politicians have  be- 
come prominent and influential, either 
because of their work or their contribu- 
tions of money; to the ways in which 
thieves have made use of political contribu- 
tions as a shield to protect them from ex- 
posure and prosecution, and, generally, to 
the fact that when powerful thieves be- 
come influential in the organization of a 
party the people cannot expect that party 
to secure their conviction and punish- 
ment. 

The prosecution of those star route 
thieves who were indicted and brought to 
trial was conducted by three lawyers, one 
of whom was a Republican, while two 
were Democrats. That Mr. MERRICK and 
Mr. KER were in earnest will be admitted 
by every disinterested person acquainted 
with the history of the cases. It was their 
duty, as honorable men, to be in éar- 
nest, and surely the fact that they were 
Democrats could not have led them 
to connive at the escape of Republican 
scoundrels. If any one was not in earnest 
it was their associate, a prominent Repub- 
lican. Notwithstanding the employment 
of Democratic lawyers, the defendants es- 
caped, and others who ought to have been 
indicted and tried were not disturbed. 
Notwithstanding the earnestness and 
ability of these two lawyers, they could 
influences, the 
strongest of which were of a political 
nature. 

BosLER was DoRSEY’s partner in the 
routes that were set forth in the indict- 
ment upon which DorRsEY was tried. The 
department records, read to the jury day 
after day, showed that at least half of the 
money was paid tohim. Yet he had not 
been indicted, and the Republican At- 
torney-General of the United States, in 
his address to the jury, went out of his 
way tosay a good word for him. After 
he had been summoned to appear as 
a witness he caused one of the most 
prominent men in his party—no’ less 
a person, it is understood, than JameEs G. 
BLAINE, recently nominated to be Presi- 
dent—to intercede for him, and to prevent 
such an examination as would reveal the 
details of his business and the contents of 
his books. Those books contained entries 
showing that he, by assessment or other- 
wise, had contributed large sums to be 


used by the Republican Party in’ cam- 


paigns and elections. By those contribu- 
tions he had secured recognition as a man 
who deserved good treatment from the 
party. The investment was a profitable 
one. 

When WiLuiAmM Pitt KELLOGG discov- 
ered that the earnestness of the Govern- 
ment’s Democratic lawyers would event- 
ually secure his indictment, notwith- 
standing the efforts made by his Repub- 
lican friends to shield him, he went to 
the Republican prosecutor, Col. GEORGE 
Buss, with the plea that the money 
which Prick had given him, and which 
he had divided with BRADY, was not a 
bribe, but the fruit of a political assess- 
ment. In this way he endeavored to se- 
cure from a Republican Administration, 
or its representative, the protection which 
had been accorded to others whose serv- 
ices or contributions were regarded as 
a cloak covering a multitude of sins. 

The inside history of the star route in- 
vestigation and prosecution, and the his- 
tory of rascally transactions, not connect- 
ed with the mail service, by which the 
Government has been robbed, would very 
plainly show that scores of thieves have 
successfully defied the law by means of 
their influence with the leaders of the 
party in power, and that this influence 
was gained, in many cases, by liberal con- 
tributions of stolen money, to be used for 
the support of that party. 


JOHN KELLY AND STEVE ELKINS. 


“The price of the adhesion of Tammany,” 
says the Commercial Advertiser, ‘“‘is the 
sacrifice of local reform. All that Mr. 
ROOSEVELT and his friends fought for and 
won will be practically repudiated and as 
fast as possible reversed if, with Tam- 
many’s help, Mr. CLEVELAND should be 
elected President.” 

If this is true the United States of 
America is in a bad way. The country 
must have a President and he must be 
elected by the people, and whoever be the 
man chosen, his election will in some meas- 
ure be due to the votes and influence of 
bad men, men who hate reform quite as 
deeply as Mr. JoHN KELLY hates it, and 
according tothe Commercial Advertiser, 
he hates it ‘‘as the Evil One hates holy 
water.” If the successful candidate be 
GROVER CLEVELAND, and Tammany helps 
elect him, all our local reforms will be 
sacrificed, the confirming power will be re- 
stored to the Board of Aldermen, the fee 
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Register and Cotinty Clerk, the acts mak- 
ing the Controller and the President of the 
Board of Aldermen elective will be re- 
pealed, and the administration of local 
affairs will be again put upon a basis ac- 
ceptable to Tammany. 

On the other hand, if James G. BLAINE 
be elected President and Mr. STEPHEN B. 
ELKINS and other star route persons aids 
in his election, Mr. THomas J. BRADY will 
be reappointed Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General, the old corrupt methods of 
expediting the mail service and increasing 
the contract price for its performance will 
be resorted to once more, and fortune will 
again smile broadly upon DorsEY, PRICE, 
the SaLispurys, the interesting firm of 
KERENS, ELKtys and Roots, and all the 
other star route contractors of evil mem- 
ory and present disrepute. 

That Mr. KeLty and Mr. ELKINS are 
not persons whose political support is al- 
together desirable is a proposition which 
is of self-evident soundness to those who 
believe that Government is not wholly a 
matter of gambling and stealing. Mr. 
KELLY, we will admit, hates reform with 
all his might, and Mr. ELKtns’s love of 
fat things in the Government contract 
line has frequently led him to wink at 
practices in connection with the Treas- 
ury of the United States of which 
no really honest and patriotic Amer- 
ican could approve. On _ this point 
we need only say that our townsman, 
Col. GEORGE BLIss, who, as counsel for 
the Government in the star route prosecu- 
tions, had the best of opportunities for 
obtaining accurate, information, made 
cath before the Springer committee on 
March 21, in reference to theso-called Black 
Cafion mail route, running from Phoenix 
to Prescott, Arizona, a route let to a man 
named GRIFFITH, who was an employe 
and figure-head for KERENS, ELKINS, and 
Roots, a route in which the pay was in- 
creased from $632 to $32,000, that it was 
‘‘a fraud,” and not only this, but that ‘‘ the 
papers indicated that it was the very 
worst case of all.” 

The difference between CLEVELAND and 
BLAINE, between KELLY and ELKkmNs, is 
this: Gov. CLEVELAND has shown in a 
score of ways and in his official treatment 
of a score of measures that he has a back- 
bone which Tammany, with all its weight, 
cannot bend the thousandth part of an 
inch. Under tremendous pressure he has 
stood like a rock against Tammany in 
our State and municipal affairs, and it isa 
fair inference that in a higher place Tam- 
many would be equally impotent in seek- 
ing to sway him from the right line 
of public duty. But with ELKINS 
BLAINE is hand in glove. ELKINS was 
his mainstay at Chicago. ELKINS was 
the visible embodiment of the Blaine sen- 
timent among the delegates. He worked, 
intrigued, bargained, and shouted for 
BLAINE, and BLArNe’s triumph was his 
triumph. And in the columns of our 
Blaine contemporary, the Tribune, of yes- 
terday, we read the following dispatch 
from Augusta, Me.: 

“STEPHEN B. ELKINS, of New-York, arrived 


here this afternoon, accompanied by his wife.

TULLY AND ENO. 

The interest in the case of ENO, re- 
newed by the latest attempt to secure his 
extradition, gives especial point and time- 
liness to the decision by Judge BROWN 
in TULLY’s case which was published 
yesterday. A demand had been made 
for TULLY’s extradition on the same 
charge which has been brought against 
Eno—that of forgery. The real offense 
in each: case was that of embezzle- 
ment. ENo is alleged to have covered 
up his embezzlement by false entries in 
account-books, and this seems to have 
been matle forgery in the second degree 
by the statute of New-York, although it 
is simply the making of false statements 
in writing. TULLY was also an embezzler, 
and accomplished ‘his embezzlement by 
converting to his own use money which 
he was authorized to draw for the ‘use of 
his bank and by giving a receipt which in- 
volved a false statement of the disposition 
that had been made of the money. 

Speaking the language of laymen, it is 
plain that neither of these offenses was 
any more forgery. than it was arson or 
bigamy. Forgery is obtaining money by 
a written instrument purporting to be 
whatit isnot. This is no more ENo’s of- 
fense or TULLY’s than it is the offense 
which FERDINAND WaRD committed when 
he overdrew his bank account. Judge 
Brown, however, was not called upon to 
go into the reason of the case, since he 
rested his decision upon a decision of 
the highest English court, which explicitly 
sets forth that the crime with which 
TULLY is charged is not the crime 
of forgery. In order to deny an 
English application for. a warrant of 
extradition it is not necessary to do 
more than to cite an English decision that 
the offense charged is not the offense con- 
templated by the treaty. In case the En- 
glish law were doubtful, the question 
would be different. In that case, or even 
in case the offense had been made forgery 
by an English statute, Judge Brown inti- 
mates that he would not be bound by the 
statute, but would resort to the precedents 
and analogies of the common law. “It is 
immaterial what my own judgment 
might be,” he says, ‘“‘ whether, as an 
original question, the case of WINDSOR or 
that of TULLY constitutes forgery at com- 
mon law.” 

Certainly, the tenor of the decision 
would confine extraditable crimes to those 
which were recognized as such, at the time 
when the treaty of extradition was adopt- 
ed, by both the parties to that treaty. The 
English courts could not be bound by an 
act of Congress, nor could the American 
courts be bound by an act of Parliament, 
passed after the treaty was adopted and 
bringing under the definition of an extra- 
ditable crime that which was not so be- 
fore. In ENOo’s case the claim for extra- 
dition is ever weaker than this state- 
ment would indicate. It rests not upon 
an act of Congress, but merely upon 
an act of the Legislature of the State 
of New-York. It is futile to expect the 
Canadian authorities to construe an inter- 
national offense after this local stattite, 
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all the offenses mentioned in the extradi- 
tion treaty in a manner peculiar to itself. 
If the claim made upon the Canadian au- 
thorities for the extradition of ENo were 
valid, British courts might be called upon 
to construe the treaty in any one of 
thirty-eight ways, according to the law of 
the State from which the prisoner fled. 
Of course this would be monstrous non- 
sense. 


TAILS. . 

It is the opinion of all Darwinians that 
the Missing Link, the immediate progen- 
itor of man, lost his tail by neglecting to 
use it. As the Link became more and 
more human, and adopted the manners 
and customs of man, he found that he 
had no use for his tail, and nature, there- 
fore, with her customary dislike of useless 
things, removed it. 

This theory will not bear examination. 
If our ancestors had tails they had abun- 
dant use for them. To suppose that they 
abandoned the use of tails is as absurd as 
it would be to assume that men will ever 
abandon the use of their legs. To primi- 
tive man a prehensile tail must have been 
of inestimable value. When he climbed 
trees in search of bird’s eggs his tail was 
at least equivalent to a third hand, 
and when he began to build houses 
and display political banners from the 
highest telegraph poles his tail secured 
him from accidental falls and enabled him 
to dispense to a large extent with the use 
of scaffolding. Men of our day would 
find tails extremely useful, and it is hard- 
ly necessary to point out that the com- 
mand of a prehensile tail would add fully 
one-fifth to the oratorical power of TaL- 
MAGE’s legs and arms. Man never wasted 
his tail in idleness, but lost it—if he ever 
had one—in some way not yet imagined 
by Darwinians. 

Were tails to vanish whenever they are 
not used many of our leading animals 
would have no tails. The cat has one of 
the most elaborate tails now extant, but 
he never puts it to the slightest use. Were 
it a rule that nature abhors a useless tail 
our cats would all be of the Manx variety. 
Doubtless the cat’s tail was originally 
prehensile and of gteat service to the 
animal, but the fact that the cat has 
ceased to use it has not taken the six- 
teenth part of an inch from its luxuriant 
length. 

Prof. CROSSMORE, a leading London sci- 
entific person, has made along and suc- 
cessful series of experiments in cats’ tails 
in order to prove that they were originally 
prehensile and may be made so again by 
proper training. Prof. CROSSMORE began 
these experiments three years ago, and he 
has already developed a breed of cats 
with unmistakably prehensile tails, 
His experiments were made with a 
family of kittens of the Maltese 
species. As soon as a kitten was 
weaned he accustomed it to lap milk 
while hanging by its tail from the rung of 
achair. Of course, the kitten did not do 
this voluntarily. Its tail was curled 
around the chair-rung by Prof. Cross- 
MORE and held in that position by him. 
At: first the kitten when thus treated 
remonstrated loudly, and utterly refused 
to eat, but as ‘soon as it became clear that 
the choice lay between starvation and eat- 
ing while suspended by the tail the kitten 
accepted the situation. 

By daily practice the tails of the kittens 
under training became strong enough to 
bear the weight of the body without ap- 
parent inconvenience, and the kittens 
gradually formed the habit‘of coming to 
the chair and elevating their tails toward 
the accustomed rung whenever they were 
hungry. The tails, however, became very 
slightly, if at all, prehensile. This was 
quite in accordance with the Profess- 
or’s expectations, for he had, at the start, 
no hope of producing a cat with a pre- 
hensile tail without experimenting with 
at least ten generations of kittens. By 
keeping his experimental cats carefully 
isolated, so that they could not be cor- 
rupted by the example and counsels of 


‘other cats, he was able to produce in the 


second generation kittens with sufficient 
prehensile power in their tails to enable 
them to hang head downward without 
assistance. This was surprisingly rapid 


progress, and by the time the fourth de- 


scendant of the kitten first experimented 
with was weaned Prof. CROSSMORE found, 
to his great delight, that she, and her 
brothers and sisters, were the possessors 
of tails as prehensile as those of monkeys. 

The new cats seem thoroughly to ap- 
preciate the advantages which their pre- 
hensile tails, confer upon them. They 
climb ‘ trees ‘and, hanging head ' down- 
ward by their tails, simulate death, and 
thus easily lure birds and squirrels within 
their reach. They catch fish in Prof. 
CrossmMORE’s fish-pond by sitting on the 
bank and dropping a worm, held by. the 
extremity of their tails, into the 
water. The fish that approaches. this 
worm finds itself lassoed by a strong 
and flexible tail and dragged quick- 
ly out of the water. Birds’ nests 
placed under: the eaves of the house 
in positions entirely inaccessible to. ordi- 
nary cats are easily reached by cats with 
improved tails, since the latter animals 
simply hook their tails to the edge of the 
gutter, and so swing themselves within 
reach of the nests. Prof. CRosSSMORE has, 
however, found that for back-fence pur- 
poses cats with prehensile tails sare 
particularly objectionable. In case of 
a. feline battle the two  combat- 
ants fasten themselves together by 
twisting their tails around one another's 
necks, and fight twice as long and four 
times as noisily as ordinary cats. On the 
other hand, the Professor regards his im- 
proved cats as the best of all possible cats 
in a nursery. Children always make a 
point of lifting cats by their tails, a prac- 
tice which has hitherto been invariably re- 
sented with much violence. The new 
cats, however, expect to be lifted and car- 
ried about by their tails, and when so 
treated seem quite contented and never 
dream of scratching. 

What the learned Professor has accom- 
plished in the case of cats may doubtless 
be accomplished in connection with other 
animals, and he is reported to have said 
that he has little doubt that by prolonged 
experiments a race:of small-boys with pre- 


hensile tails might be developed, and man 
thus brought back to some extent to the 
physical efficiency characteristic of the 
Missing Link. 


“The large number of Alumni present 
showed the increasing interest manifested by 
the Alumni in the management of the Universi- 
ty.” So reads the correspondence of THE TIMES 
from Cornell University. Every friend of the 
university must be glad to learn this, of which 
further proof is given in the temperate and sen- 
sible, yet critical, report of Alumni Trustee 
Guuck. The university cannot but be the better 
for such friendly watchfulness over its manage- 
ment. Alreaay the movement among the Alum- 
ni for representation in the councils of the uni- 
versity can be said to be justified by its results. 
The election of Alumni Trustee was this year 
marked by better feeling than in 1883, and yet 
entirely gratuitous falsehoods were circulated 
about the candidate who again received the larg- 
est number of votes. There was no particle of 
truth in thealleged personal bostility to President 
WHITE of Mr. HALSEY, nor, since the earliest 
and beneficial discussion of the temporary check 
to the progress of the university, has he been 
the writer of anything in these columns upon 
this topic. He has twice been complimented by 
a plurality of the votes of the Alumni at large, 
and he has been twice defeated upon a ballot by 
the Alumni at Ithaca. It is difficult to see in 
this anything but proof that local influence can 
still override the wishes of the Alumni asa body. 
Ithaca is a rural town, and it is well that the hori- 
zon of the university is not limited to its pre- 
cincts so closely as before its loyal graduates 
noticed and checked this tendency in its manage- 
ment. 
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There have been rumors since the opera 
season closed that Mme. NILSSON contemplated 
retiring from the lyric stage,and making her 
home in this country, which has been the scene 
of so many of hertriumphs. The hosts of ad- 
mirers of the distinguished songstress would not 
be likely to receive with satisfaction the an- 
nouncement of her abandonment of the stage 
while she retains full possession of the splendid 
vocal and dramatic powers which have made her 
famous. Still, that rumor has been given some 
importance by the publication in the Chicago 
Tribune ot the following letter, written to a gen- 
tleman in that city, whose name is withheld, in 
regard to the proposed establishment of a “* na- 
tional conservatory of vocal art:” 


My DEAR Sir: The idea of a grand national 
conservatory of yocalart in this New World is 
very dear to my heart, and it is my wish that 
such an institution should be the result of my 
life-work as an artist. If the people of this 
great land are in earnest in regard to it, I will 
accede to the desire of the musical people who 
have spoken to me about it, and will accept the 
position of directress of the vocal and dramatic 
department. The great interests of American 
art demand that such an institution should be 
founded, that in the growth ot this new country 
music may bring out her richest fruits. As 
must leave for Europe very soon,I give free 
consent for —— BRIGNOLI to go on in this 
matter, and when the necessary funds are se- 
cured for its foundation 1 shall gladly return to 
take my position at tne head of this enterprise. 
As the subject was mentioned to me in your 
presence, I thus give publicity to my views 
through your kindness. Believe me, dear Sir,

This letter is accompanied by some explanatory 
words inthe Tribune. A number of wealthy men 
in this city and Chicago have been talking over 
the plan mentioned by Mme. NIusson, and have 
promised to give the scheme the “ necessary 
financial backing.” Whether it is intended to es- 
tablish the school in New-York or in Chicago is 
not stated. So far as we know, the scheme

AMERICAN ARCHAZOLOGY. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY 
MUSEUM. 

The report of the Trustees of the Pea 
body Museum of American Archeology and 
Ethnology contains a great deal of material 
which is both novel and interesting. With such 
avast field for exploration as is found in thij 
country it is impossible that it should have beed 
otherwise. In those archeological studies un- 
dertaken by the Peabody Museum may be found 
that true philosophical method of determining 
the value of such objects which fall under their 
notice. One subject, which is exceedingly at< 
tractive, is that to which Mr. F. W. Putnam, 
the curator, has given his personal attention, 
and it is the study of certain objects found in 


a group of earth-works near the Little Miami 
River in Ohio. 


Was it not Voltaire who wrote in his Nouvelle 
Heloise” “that America was subjected to thd 
European conqueror because it had no iron? 
The history of the use of iron, as made clear by 
lateristudies, points to the fact thatiron fashioned 
to serve man’s wants is a very much older metal 


than was at first supposed. uite lately, in 
Science, it was stated that Seneeae doubt Tag! 
ments of iron implements had been found in 4 
North Carolina mound, the date of which wag 
far anterior to the European discovery of thé 
continent. The sources of iron derived trom 
other sources than the earth must have been pos« 
sible in allages. The present report teils of g 
find of several masses of meteoric iron and orna: 
ments made from this metal. That the metal 
was not derived directly from an ordinary terx 
restrial source is proved by the aualysis made 
by Dr. Kinnicut, . assistant in chemistry iu 
Harvard College. In each and all of the 
ornaments of iron were found traces of nickel, 
which proved conclusively that the material it- 
self was derived from a meteoric source. It is 
interesting to learn that Dr. Kinnicut found 
traces of cobalt, as beth cobalt and nickel are 
the constant substances accompanying iron 
in meteoric stones. “As this is the first 
time that objects made of meteoric iron 
have n determined from the mounds 
it ig of great interest, and it will now 
be necessasy to examine anew the statements 
made by Hildreth and Atwater in relation to the 
traces of iron which they found in mounds in 
Ohio over 60 years ago.” In these same 
Miami mounds copper and native silver have 
been discovered. ‘“* Several of the copper orna- 
ments were covered with native silver, which 
bad been hammered out into thin sheets and 
folded over the he a As it is only in the 
Lake Superior region that pure silver 1s found 
united with the sooper sthe source of derivation 
must have beenin Michigan. ‘ One small cop- 
per pendant seems to have been covered with a 
thin sheet of gold, a portion of which still ad- 
heres to the copper, while other bits of it were 
found in the mass of materials.” It is more dif- 
ficult to account for the gold, though it is quite 
supposable that it came from North Carolina or 
Northern Georgia. ‘This is the first time 
that native gold has been found in these 
mounds, although hundreds have been ex- 
——, and the small amount found here 
shows that its use was exceptional.” The crude 
metal was made into an ornamental shape by 
hammering. Mr. Putnam, to test the malleabii- 
ity of the meteoric fron, took a piece from the 
original mass, ‘and found no difficulty in cold- 
hammering a piece of this meteoric iron into a 
thin sheet by using two stones.” Where this 
museum ig particularly useful is in laying bare 
the many fraudulent attempts now being made 
te palm off bogus objects on an unsuspecting 
public. The tatest ‘* Cardiff Giant’ has been an 

Arkansas stone baby,” the origin of which, it 
was stated, was from the Eureka Springs, in 
Arkansas. It bore no resemblance to the true 
Indian work, and Dr. Wadsworth, of the 
Geological Department of the _ university, 
found inside’of this so-called antique infant, 
fragments of yellow paper, such as is used for 
show biils, “having on them traces of -printer’s 

nk.” Pipes, tubes, dishes, and ceremonial ob- 
ects, said to be of immense antiquity, were 
found to be due to a clever self-taught Philadel- 
phia expert. In Indiana there are modern 
mound builders, and in Ohio gorgets of slate are 
,made to order. In Illinois a manufacturer of 
antiquities deplores the dullness of the trade in 
old pottery because it didn’t pay now to make 
Indian —

BUTLER.

Gen. Butler is now the Presidential can. 
didate for two or three organizations. one of 
which—the Greenback—may hold, as we have 
already pointed out, the balance of power in 
some doubtful States, And he is regularly 
elected as the chief delegate from Massachu- 
setts to: the Democratic National Convention. 
To be. sure, he will not dare to show him. 
self ‘on the floor at Chicago, because 


he knows that a motion for his ex. 
pulsion might at once be made by one 
of his many foes. As the candidate of other 
parties whose nomination he has sought and ac- 
cepted, he could not enter the Democratic Con- 
vention, inasmuch as he would go thither, not 
only bound in honor, but a pledged, to 
defeat each and every nominee of that body un- 
less that nominee were himself. His presence 
as a delegate, therefore, would be an insolent 
menace, which any spirited member would 
be bound to resent. Though not actually 
upon the floor, however, he: will, of course, 
eevee the lobby and the gallery, and through 
he agency of his alternate, the persuasive and 
pliant Palmer, he can do most of that which he 
would prefer to do in person—if he dared. The 
result of all this will be, we doubt not, that 
though Gen. Butler will be presented and at first 
supported by nearly all the bondmen of his Mas- 
sachusetts delegation, and though, as al- 
ways, he will make trouble for the conven- 
tion and very likely will disturp it by 
threats, he will, nevertheless, fail té re- 
ceive its nomination. Rejected by the National 
Convention, Gen. Butler will return to his own 
home, and will set his machinery at work for 
other ends. Here is always the Governor’s chair, 
from which he has been thrust under circum- 
stances of so much stress, not to say ignominy, 
that to reseat himself therein would 
a triumph indeed. The Democratic’ nom- 
ination for Governor he may, of course, 
have for the asking. And then what? 
Here speculation might stop short or commit 
itself only to anticipating a renewal of the 
turbulent scenes of last year. But, unfortunate- 
ly. the character of the perpetual candidate and 
the probable situation of the parties point to a 
new danger. Rejected by the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, Gen. Butler will not hesitate 
to make any profitable bargains which. may 
inure to his own benefit, though the Demo- 
cratic national cause be ruined thereby. And 
here he expects to find both his field and his op- 
portunity. The regular Republican Party sup- 
rting Mr. Blaine in Massachusetts—so Gen. 
utler thinks—are going to be so sorely pinched 
to carry the Commonwealth that they will be 
ready to barter anything—even the Governorship 
—in exchange for the necessary votes for Pres- 
idential Electors. What more natural, then, than 
that Gen. Butler’s managers should undertake 
to deliver 30,000 Democratic ballots for Blaine 
electors in exchange for as many Republican 
votes for the ex-Governor? Does any one say 
that all this is purely fanciful? With all respect 
we reply that it is nothing of the sort. Already 
Gen. ‘tutler’s lieutenants are openly hinting at 
the pussibility and the propriety of such an ar- 
rangement; and if there is anything in the 
record, either of the chief or his subaiterns, to 
make such a transaction improbable, we have 
yet to learn what it is. Fortunately, it is one 
thing to bargain and sell, and another to deliver.

THE FIFTY-FIRST ANNUAL COMMENCEMENT

The fifty-first Commencement. of the 
University of the City of New-York took place 
yesterday in the Academy of Music.

PF ARERG 
CLOSING EXERCISES AT CORNELL. 
THE OUTLOOK FOR THE FUTURE A BRIGHT 
ONE—DEGREES CONFERRED. 

Irnaca, N. Y., June 19.—The closing ex- 
ercises of the sixteenth annual Commencement 
of Cornell University occurred this morning in 
Gymnasium Halil. It is admitted by all that Cor- 
nell has never had a more brilliant Commence- 
ment. The hall was still adorned with the dec- 
orations of the Senior reception. The members 
of the Faculty, Trustees, and distinguished 
guests sat on the platform, including the Hon. 
H. W. Sage, Erastus Brooks, Hiram Sibley, 
Stewart L. Woodford, Judge Foraker, and Prof. 
Boyesen. The thesis of Forinaka Tsumaki, of 
Tokio, Japan, was especially good, and was 
listened to with much interest. In conclusion he 


said: “‘In going forth as I do from the shadow 
of these wails to take my partin lifting up toa 
higher plane of civilization the new empire of 
Dai Nippon. it will be my endeavor to so_har- 
monize the principles of the New World with the 
best traditions of the Old that in the future we 
may feel ourselves to be one brotherhood work- 
ing together for a common end.” 

Mr. Ernest W. Hufcutt’s, oration ** Edmund 
Burke and the American Revolution,” was prob- 
ably the most polished and best delivered of any 
of the orations. To Burke, he said, we owe 
reverence for his defense of English liberty. He 
fought for us as Adams and Henry and Washing-, 
ton fought for English freedom. The colonies 
rushed to arms,and Burke saw with pain the 
fairest jewels in the British Crown wrenched 
from their setting. Yet he never faltered. It 
was a dire calamity, but the subjugation of men 
fichting for the most sacred right guaranteed 
by the English Constitution was even worse 
to contemplate. When the last British soldier 
left American soil Burke saw the beginning of 
the end of kingly and Parliamentary tyranny. 
He saw the Constitution vindicated. The second 
civil war had ended and the old princi and 
traditions were again triumphant. The Wood- 
ford prize oration, **The Growth of National 
Consciousness in American People,” was repeat- 
ed by Mr. C. A. Potter, who won the prize last 
March. President White then delivered an ad- 
dress to the graduatihg class. He said the fu- 
ture prospects of Cornell had never been bright- 
er. The recent establishment of fellowships and 
scholarships he hoped would further increase 
the usefulness of the university. The Bachelor’s 
degree was then conferred upon 61 members of 
the graduating class. 

The Master’s degree was conferred upon four 
candidates. The list of the following fellow- 
ships that have already been awarded for next 

ear was read: Hattie E. Grotecioss, Natural 

istory; A. C. White, Classical Philology; E. C. 
Murphy, Mathematics; C. 8. Prosser, Geology. 
To-night the Alumni and visitors are in attend- 
ance at President White’s reception, at Sage Col- 
lege. The graduating class are holding class 
supper at Library Hall. To-morrow the hotels, 
which have been so crowded during the week, 
will be comparatively empty till the university 
opens again in September with a Freshman Class 
of nearly 300. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees last 
evening, action was taken to strengthen the De- 
partments of Mechanic Arts and Veterinary 
Science with the $50,000 presented by Hiram 
Sibley, $30,000 will be expended in a new build- 
ing and apparatus, and the remainder will form 
an endowment fora Professorship. A large sum 
of money will also be placed in the hands of 
Prof. Law, and the College of Veteriany Science 
will be made the best in the country. Some of 
the departments in philosophy and literature 
will be strengthened, and a new instructor in 
mathematics will be employed next year.

Atcuison, Kan., June 19.—As an east- 
bound passenger train over the Burlington and 
Missouri River Road approached Hubbell yester- 
day the rails spread about 60 feet from the ap- 
proach to a bridge 150 feet long.

H. Lyman, conductor, both legs broken. Alex- 
ander Stuart, engineer, leg broken. M. A. Wad- 
leigh, Stevens Point, Wis., head and arms hurt. 
F. B. Ward, Connersville, Ind., back injured, 
badly hurt. His wife was similarly injured. E. 
L. Story, Chicago, conductor of the Pullman 
car, hip and back hurt. William C. Cook, age 
89, Bloomington, IL, hurt in the head and breast, 
and will die. A number of other passengers re- 
ceived ‘painful cuts and bruises. An examina- 
tion indicates that train-wreckers had drawn 
out the spikes, removed the fish-plates, and 
fastened barbed wire in the holes, and had pulled 
the rails apart when the train approached.

COURTESIES IN NEW-HAVEN AND A PARADE 
IN THE RAIN. 

New-Haven, June 19.—The neighbor- 
nood of the various hotels and the City Hall, in 
Hartford, was made lively last night until long 
past midnight by the Seventh Regiment and its 
entertainers. The streets, which were illuminat- 
ed by electric lights, were crowded with people. 
Cappa’s band played at the entrance to the City 
Hall until 12 o’clock. Then the bell in its tower 
sounded two strokes in the melancholy way 
which in rural cities indicates fire. The crowd 
broke for the sidewalks, and soon the square was 
occupied by steam fire-engines. The Mayor 
had summoned the Fire Department to 


show “how such things were done” in 
Hartford. As the fm agg left the square the 
spectators turned their faces homeward. The 
band returned to its quarters and retired. Some 
of the members of the regiment, in fatigue uni- 
form, started on a mission and succeeded. Four 
of the soloists in the band were aroused from 
their slumbers about 2 o'clock. They good- 
naturedly complied with a uest to “play for 
the boys” in the bar-room. ‘They kept up their 
racket until daylight,” saia Drum-Major John 
W. Smith, in disgusted tones. At5 o'clock the 
,men were up and circulating among the various 
hotels. About 9 o’clock the several companies 
assembled at their quarters, and, headed by a 
drummer, marched to the New-Haven Railroad 
station, in High-street. 

An hour later the train started for New- 
Haven. The band played “Auld Lang Syne” 
and “The Girl I Left Behind Me’ as the cars 
rolled slowly out of the station. Many promi- 
nent citizens and members of the First Connect- 
icut Regiment joined in the cheers of farewell. 
An officer of the New-Haven Grays accom- 
panied the regiment. During a_ short 
delay of the train at Meriden’ “Billy” 
Merritt and A. C. Jessup entertained the by- 
standers with a boxing match on the station 
Ppiatform. It is understood that much money 
was wagered on the resuit, but unfortunatel 
the train started before the contest was decided, 
and all bets were declared “off."" The veteran 
“* Pete” Braisted, who had recovered from his 
indisposition of the previous day, was ‘quite 
chipper,” as he expressed it, and took his place in 
line with “the boys.” 

This city was reached soon after 11 o’clock. 
The streets were lined with spectators, and bunt- 
ing was liberally displayed from the fronts of the 
buildings. The New-Haven Grays were drawn 
up in line at the entrance to the station. The 
weather was hot, and it was decided not to parade 
until afternoon. Muskets and knapsacks were 
left in the cars, and the regiment followed in the 
rear of the Grays to the armory of the Second 
Regiment, in Meadow-street. Mayor Lewis, of 
New-Haven, ina brief speech, heartily weicomed 
the visitors. Col. Clark, in response, called for 
cheers for the Mayor, cheers for the 
Grays, and cheers for the Second Regiment, 
in turn, which were given with enthusiasm. 
After punch had been served line was formed, 
and the two commands went to the Masonic 
Temple for dinner. Five long tables extended 
along the room, furnishing ample accommoda- 
tions for the Seventh and its hosts. Upon a 
large scroll at the head of the room was the 
legend: “* The Grays and citizens of New-Haven 
welcome the Seventh Regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y.” 
Leaving the dining hall, the members of the 
Seventh dispersed in groups and visited.numer- 
ous places of interest about the city. 

Soon after 4 o’clock the regiment formed line 
for review and dress parade. Heavy clouds 
crossed the sky as the escorting party assembled 
at the New-Haven Railroad station. The parade 
included the Light Guard, the Blues, the City 
Guard, the Sarsfields, the Grays, the Governor's 
Foot Guard, and the Seventh. The procession 
passed through the principal streets to the 
green opposite venerable Yale. At this point 
rain began to tall, and it continued to rain dur- 
ing the next hour. The parade was continued 
to the finish, and the spectators braved the 
storm in order to witness the march of the New- 
York soldiers. At 7:45 P. M. the regiment reached 
its train and started at once for New-York. 


The Seventh Regiment returned from its 
New-England trip last evening, arriving in the 


Grand Central Station at 10:300’clock. The 
companies were dismissed before leaving the 
train. Some of the men went to the armory and 
left their uniforms and equipments, while others 
went at once to their homes.

REMINDED OF FORMER DAYS. 


—_—_—_——_—— 
CURIOUS DECORATIONS AT A COLORED BAP- 
TIST CHURCH—LETTER FROM WHITTIER. 
Mount Olivet Baptist Church, in Fifty- 
third-street, near Seventh-avenue, presented a 
picturesque appearance last night on the occa- 
sion of the jubilee service which was held by tne 
colored congregation, who since last Sunday 
have been holding dedicatory services of a varied 
description. The interior of the church last 
night had been decorated with materials brought 
from the South, with the object of recalling to 
the minds of those present the old days of 
slavery and of allowing them to fully appreciate 


the security of their position to-day. To the 
right of the platform, and resting upon a stand 
draped in black, was a mass of oakum upon 
which were placed two sheaves of wheat. T'wo 
huge spades, a hoe, rakes, handcuffs, | 
irons, and a_ cat-o’-nine-tails complete 
this strange collection, which was surmounted 
by a pile of tobacco. Above all was the date 
1834. Tothe left of the platform were minia- 
ture structures representing a church and a 
school resting upon mounds of watermelons, 
bananas, pineapples, and oranges.' This collec- 
tion was draped in white, while the date 1884 re- 
ferred it to the present day. In thecentre of the 
= was a representation of the auction 

lock and an immense basket of raw cotton. The 
galleries all round the church were festooned 
with Southern moss, ormmess, big buncheg of 
raw cotton, and wide-spreading palmetto leaves, 
The organ was decorated with evergeens and 
flowers, and these met the eye in nearly every 
part of the building. The pulpit was draped 
with the Stars and Stripes. 

The colored female members of the congrega- 
tion were elegantly attired in the_ brightest 
colors, and the men in their sombre clothes pre- 
sented a striking contrast. A very large number 
ot those present, according to the Rev. H. F. 
Barnes, Secretary of the ptist Mission, still 
bore the marks of the cat-o’-nine-tails on their 
backs, and one old woman present told many 
stories of the hard times she had endured; and 
the lashes she had received. The original Vir- 
ginia Jubilee Singers sang in an admirable man- 
ner a variety of negro songs, such as “ Every 
day will be Sunday by and by,” “Old black 
Joe.” “The Suwannee Kiver,”’ and “ Hush, 
darkies, hush.” The following letter from John 
Greenleaf Whittier was read: 

DANVERS, Sixth month, 1, 1884. 
The Rev. H, F. Barnes: 

DEAR FRIEND: Fitty yearsago I wrote for the meet- 
ing of the New-York Anti-Slavery Society the hymn to 
which thy letter refers. Looking back over that long 
period, and realizing the wonderful change which in 
the providence of God has taken place, my heart is full 
of thankfulness. Slavery then found no check in 
Church or State, and the few of us who felt the wrongs 
of the slave and the sin and disgrace of our country 
could only meet at the peril of our persons and our 
homes. To-day the freedmen assemble in peace in 
their beautiful house of worship and thank God for 
the great deliverance. I need not say that I rejoice 
with them and pray that the Divine blessing may con- 
tinue with them. 

Iregret that I am not able to embody in metrical 
form the feelings and thoughts suggested by the con- 
trast of the present with the past. I can only briefly 
express my congratulations to the Society of the 
Mount Olivet Baptist Church upon their success in se- 
curing such a permanent home, already consecrated by 
the labors of one of the earliest and bravest defenders 
of their oppressed race. I am, very truly, thy friend,

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire broke out yesterday morning in 
Seddens’s hardware and tin shop, on Main-street, 
Braddocks, Penn., and before the flames could 
be controlled the entire block bounded by 
Eighth and Burton streets was destroyed. The 
buildings consumed were the Fawcett House, 
Burton-Street Hotel, Russell's furniture factory, 
Kelly’s liquor store, Seddens’s saloon and ten- 
pin alley, Seddens’s hardware and tin shop, 
Creighton’s pump-works, and Kittel’s restaurant. 
The loss will exceed $75,000; partially covered by 
insurance.

After the fire had been ex- 
tinguished a small riot occurred, which was par- 
ticipated in by 15 or 20 persons, who had knocked 
in the bungs of some whisky barrels and be- 
come intoxicated. A number of persons were 
slightly injured, but none seriously. Twelve 
special policemen were sworn in, who quelled 
the riot and arrested eight of of the principals. 


A fire was caused yesterday aoe © 
spontaneous combustion ina lot of nitrate of 
soda, lying out of doors atthe Union Acid Re- 
storing Works, in Cleveland, Ohio. The flames 
communicated to a large stable belonging t 
Marsh & Harwood’s chemical works and toh 
building used for storage of nitrate of soda. 
While the firemen were busy at work about the 
buildings 400 carboys of acid stored inthe yard 
went off in a series of explosions which sounded 
like the firing of cannon and woke everybody in 
that section of the city. Only one man was in- 
ured, being burned severely about the face. 
he main works of both establishments were 
saved. The loss to Marsh & Harwooa was about 
$7,000, covered by insurance. and to the acid 
works $8,000, which was also insured. 


A house on the south side of Pittsburg, 
Penn., was set on fire yesterday morning by the 
explosion of an ollcan, and Lizzie Tetemple, 
aged 10 years, was burned so badly that she died 
inan hour. A man named Frank Oxemiter, who 
extinguished the fire, was terribly burned about 
the head, face, und hands, and may not recover.

A 20-horse power boiler exploded at 
Kennett Square yesterday morning, at the road 
machine shops of 8.

A CELEBRATED AUSTRIAN ACTOR. 


HERR SONNENTHAL TO PLAY TWO WEEKS 
IN THIS CITY. 

Heinrich Conried, of the Thalia Theatre, 
has just succeeded, after four years of effort, in 
effecting a contract to bring Adolf Ritter von 
Sonnenthal, the leading actor of the Kaiser 
Konigheit Hofburg Theatre of Vienna, which is 
under the special patronage of the Emperor, to 
New-York. Sonnenthal, who only obtains a 
leave of absence by special permission of the 
Emperor, will appear between March 1 and April 
15 next, and he is bound by the terms of his 


contract to give 16 performances in two 
weeks—seven evenings each week and two 
matinées. His leave of absence from Vienna is 
for only five weeks, and consequently he will 
not leave this city during his stay in the coun- 
try, but will return at onceto Austria. Mr. Con- 
ried has not yet determined at what theatre the 
Austrian actor will perform, but it will probably 
be at the Star or one of the up-town houses, 
His performances will be given in two series of 
six nights each, in which he will appear in six 
separate plays. On the first and last nights of 
the 14 days performances will be given to which 
tickets of admission will be sold singly, but for 
the two series of six nights each tickets will only 
be sold for the whole series. 

Sonnenthal was born in Pesth, Hungary, in 
1834. After playing in several provincial German 
theatres he made his début at the age of 22 years 
in Vienna, and for 29 years he has held the posi- 
tion of leading actor there. In 1881 the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his connection with the 
Hofburg Theatre was celebrated, and the people 
took the horses from the actor's carriage and 
drew him through the streets. Sonnenthal on 
this occasion played the part of the Duke of 
Aleria, in his own adaptation from the French of 
“The Marquis von Villmer.” The Emperor, the 
Crown Prince, and all the Court were 
present in the theatre, and when the actor 
appeared on the stage the entire house, including 
the crowned heads and the royal family, arose 
and tendered him an ovation. The royal man- 
date forbidding the calling of an actor before 
the curtain was revoked by special permission on 
this night, and Sonnenthal was called out 42 
times. The Emperor conferred upon him the title 
of Ritter von, thus changing hig name from plain 
Adolf Sonnenthal. The King of Bavaria pre- 
sented him with the royal gold medal for art and 
wisdom; the Emperor of Germany decorated him 
with the royal order of the Red le; and from 
every German theatre in the world some token 
was sent as an acknowledgment of the actor’s 
claims. Mr. Conried presented him with a golden 
laurel wreath from the Thalia Theatre. 

Herr Sonnenthal plays in both tragedy and 
comedy. His répertoire in this country will con- 
sist of a German version of “* Hamiet,” ** The 
Marquis von Villmer,” ** Uriel Acosta,” ‘* Vater 
und Sohn,” *“ Ein Attache,” and one or two 
other plays. Upntothetime of his anniversary 
Herr Sonnenthal had played 3,638 times in 
Vienna in 1,877 different plays. He has only left 
Vienna to play elsewhere once during his 29 years 
ot service, and that was a year ago, whén he 
played five weeks in Russia. 
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TALKING OF A NEW STOCK EXCHANGE. 

The idea of starting a new Stock Ex- 
change is being favorably considered by mem- 
bers of the New-York Petroleum Exchange and 


the Produce Exchange. A meeting was held in 
the firat-named Exchange yesterday afternoon, 
and 8. F. Strong, H. E. Hostord, H. H. Pattison, 
J. W. Cossmann, and Marcus Heim were ap- 
pointed a committee to take active steps in the 
matter. Subscription papers are already in cir- 
culation, and several well-known oil men have 
given the project the benefit of their names. 

It is proposed to distribute at the outset 1,000 
seats in the new Exchange, the first 400 to be sold 
at $250 each, the next 400 at $300 each, and the 
remaining 200 at $350 each. The number of seats 
will be increased if it is deemed advisable. As 
soon as 100 subscriptions have been received, a 
meeting will be held to prepare a definite plan of 
organization. The originators of this project 
disclaim any disposition to antagonize or rival the 
New-York Stock Exchange. They say that there is 
a broad fieldtor anexchange where allreputable 
stocks and bonds can be dealt in ona less ex- 
travagant scale than in the old Stock Exchange. 
In the latter there are few transactions of less 
than 100 shares each. It is expected that in the 
new Exchange the bulk of the business will be 
in smaller lots than 100shares. Another argu- 
ment urged in behalf of this enterprise is that 
there are scores of active ard honorable brokers 
who would like to deai 1n listed securities, but 
who cannot afford to invest $20,000 or $22,000 for 
a membership in the New-York Stock Exchange. 
It is also proposed to have a stock clearing- 
house in connection with the new Exchange. 
Persons interested in the scheme are empnatic in 
their declarations that it will he entirely inde- 
pendent of the New-York Petroleum Exchange.

HAGGLING ABOUT ENO. 


ANOTHER ADJOURNMENT WITHOUT ANY- 
THING BEING ACCOMPLISHED. 

QvEBEC, June 19.—There was no abate- 
ment of the interest to-day in the proceedings 
in Eno’s case, and the court-room was again 
crowded. Among the new arrivals were Mr. 
Adams, Assistant District Attorney Coy, of New- 
York;’Mr. Allen, the accountant of the JSecond 


, National Bank, and Mr. Roberts, the Teller of 


the bank. The first witness put upon the stand 
was Detective Cornish, of New-York, who ar- 
rived here yesterday from Washington, with a 
warrant from the Executive, instructing him 


to take charge of Eno when handed over to him 
by the Canadian authorities. He produced the 
warrant, a copy of which was filed with the 
record, notwithstanding the protest of Mr. Ir- 
vine, of the counsel for the defense, who u 
that it was not within the jurisdiction of the 
court, but only related to a diplomatic proceed- 
ing which was anticipated between the State De- 

artments of Washington and Canada After 

hese proceedings had terminated, Mr. Irvine 
elicited from the witness that he was not aware 
of the manner in which the President had become 
possessed of certain information contained in the 
warrant as to the readiness of the Canadian au- 
thorities to hand over the prisoner. 

Mr. Allen, the accountant, was next called, but 
before his evidence was proceeded with Mr. Da- 
vidson, for the private prosecution, made a 
formal application for the communication of the 
information laid before Judge Monk, in Mon- 
treal, upon which the present proceedings orig- 
inated. The court suggested that the counsel 
was not serious, and showed that it could not 
control that portion of the record in possession 
of another and a higher!court. Mr. Davidson 
said he had foreseen this difficulty. and had 
—— it out when compelled to proceed here, 

ut at the same time he was entitled to the com- 
munication of the information. Mr. Irvine. 
urged that this information was no part of the 
record, that the opposing counsel, if they really 
required it, should seek an adjournment of the 
present proceeding and take whatever means 
they deemed necessary to secure it. Otherwise, 
if there was no effort to proceed, he would be 
compelled to move for the discharge of the ac- 
cused. Mr. Davidson said he should not be re- 
quired to move himself for this information; he 
had a right to have itin the court before which 
he appeared. Judge Caron said it was not likely 
he could give an order of tnis kind to procure 
for private Bang sonra papers which its witness

CUBAN PATRIOTS TO ORGANIZE. 


A mass-meeting of the Cuban residents’ 


of this city was held last evening at Clarendon 
Hall to organize a central body to make arrange- 
ments for the reception of Gen. Maximo Gomez, 
the Cuban revolutionary General, who is now on 
his way to this country from Honduras, also to 


raise funds and make other arrangements for the 
renewal of hostilities that are expected to break 
out again in the island of Cuba early in the Fall. 
Sefior Juan Arnao was elected Chairman, and 
Sefior Cerilo Pouble delivered an address, in 
which he explained the objects of the meeting 
and referred to the struggles of the patriots for 
the liberation of this country. He then offered 
a resolution to organize a Central Revolutionary 
Club, to be composed of delegates from the ex-. 
isting Cuban clubs and from the other Cubans in 
this city assoon as they shall be organized into 


associations: also, to — a committee to, 


draft a constitution and by-laws. 

The resolution was passed unanimonsly, and 
then Serafin Bello made a stirring speech, in 
which he denounced the mere passive patriotism 
that was content with merely loving one’s coun- 


try, but not willing to fight or make any sacri-: 


ficesforit. ‘* Let us begin with 1,000 men,” he 
said, “and if we cannot get 1,000 we will begin 
with 100, or even with 20 men; only let us — 
the work and trust to the future.” Speeches 
were also made by R. Rubiera, editor of the 
Cuban revolutionary paper, Separatista, and by 


others.

RAILROAD NOTES ALLOWED TO GO 


TO PROTEST. 
THE COMMODORE’S CONNECTION WITH THE 
PITTSBURG, CLEVELAND AND TOLEDO 
ROAD AND WHY ITS NOTES ARE NOT PAID, 


Surprise and eager curiosity were freely 
manifested in the Stock Exchange yesterday 
when it became known that some railroad notes, 
with C. K. Garrison’s indorsement, had been pro- 
tested. Various rumors concerning the old Com- 
modore’s financial condition were soon chasing 
each other wildly through down-town business 
circles. The most frequently repeated reports 
were that Mr. Garrison was so severely cramped 
for money that he was unable to take care of the 
commercial paper bearing his name, and that be 
had made an assignment.? 

Commodore Garrison, who is about 80 years of 
age, spent the day in his office, No.5 Bowling 
Green, He declined to go into particulars as to 
the cause of the rumors affecting his financial 
ability, but admitted that some notes of the 
Pittsburg, Cleveland and Toledo Railroad Com- 
pany, bearing his indorsement, had been allowed 
to go to protest. The matter was purely a busi- 
ness affair, it was explained, which would proba- 
bly adjust itself. In answer to the question 
whether Mr. Garrison was unable to take care 


of the matured paper, the Commodore’s brother 
replied: ‘Not in such times as these on short 
notice.” 

“Is Commodore Garrison seriously embar- 
rassed ?”’ was asked. eee 

* Well, we don’t know,” wasthe reply. “We 
cannot tell what this may lead to.” 

From a gentleman conversant with the Com- 
modore’s affairs the following statement was 
elicited: Some time ago C. K. Garrison bought 
a quarter interest in the Pittsburg, Cleveland 
and Toledo Railroad. The Andrews brothers, 
W.C. and C. H., of Cleveland, formerly partners 

’ of Messrs. Rockefeller and Flagler in establish- 
ing the Standard Oil Company, also boughta 

uarter interest. The Pittsburg and Western 
Railroad Company took a third quarter, and the 
remaining interest was held by various persons 
in Ohio. Mr. Garrison bought into the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland and Toledo because it connected with 
the Wheeling and Lake Erie Railroad, which he 
had practically built single-handed at a cash out- 
jay of ieeype The Pittsburg, Cleveland and 
Toledo Road extends from New-Castle, Penn., to 
Akron, Ohio, and is about 76 miles long. Its 
capital stock is very small, and its authorized 
bonded debt is $2,400,000 in 6 per cent, 40-year 
bonds, dated Oct. 1, 1882, none of which are out- 
standing. The road has been in operation about 
four months. Money was needed to equip the 
road,and the company issued its notes, which 
were indorsed by Commodore Garrison and the 
Messrs. Andrews. Between $200,000 and $300,000 
of this paper was issued and easily negotiated. 

The notes matured a week or 10 days ago, and 
suggestions were made to have them renewed, 
The officers of the railroad and the banks, itis 
said, could not sgree upon the rate of interest to 
be paid, and no arrangement was made for a re- 
newal. The indorsers were given to understand 
that the paper would be protested unless paid, 
but they took no steps to avert the default. 
Commodore Garrison’s friends say that the old 
gentleman purposely permitted the notes to be 

rotested in order to compel the other stock- 
Rolders of the company to assume their full 
share of the obligations. The Bank of the Re- 
public, it was stated, held some of the paper, and 
other portions were distributed among two or 
three banks and one or two individuals. A note 
for $50,000 was protested on Wednesday. 

Many persons in Wall-street believed that 
Commodore Garrison would have protected his 
own credit had he not been seriously cramped 
for money. Emigration Commissioner George 
J. Forrest, who is a Director of the Pittsburg, 
Cleveland and Toledo Company, and whose busi- 
ness relations with C. K. Garrison are of a confi- 
dential character, said that the facts were sub- 
stantially as stated above. He denied positively 
the report that the Commodore had made an as- 
signment, but when asked regarding the extent 
of the old gentleman's losses said that Mr. Garri- 
son did not know yet how hestood. “The Com- 
modore has been sick,’ said Mr. Forrest, “ and, 
of course, this matter has worried him. He isin 
no condition to talk about it.” 

W. C. Andrews, whose name is on the backs of 
some of the notes, with the name of Commodore 
Garrison, is President of the New-York Steam 
Company, and is reputed to he a richman. He 
was at first reluctant to say anything about the 
notes, but after a while made a statement similar 
to that uttered by Mr. Garrison’s friends. He 
said that the notes had been going to protest for 
the past week or 10 days. His name was not on 
all of the notes. So far as he was concerned, the 
only reason why the paper was allowed to be 

rotested was because other parties in interest 
fad not paid their fair proportion toward tak- 
ing care of the road. he company owed him 
considerable money, and he did not want to ad- 
‘vance any more at present. Mr. Andrews, how- 
ever, thought that eventually the notes would 
be paid. The railroad was good property, and 
was earning the interest on its entire bonded in- 
debtedness. He stated that at a recent meeting 
of the stockholders the unpaid subscriptions 
were assessed sufficiently to raise an amount 
of money equal to the entire floating debt of the 
road. Mr. Andrews did not regard the reports of 
Mr. Garrison's failure as worthy of considera- 
tion. **Commodore Garrison is worth at least 
$10,000,000,” said he. : 

“It is wrong to call this a failure so far as the 
old Commodore is concerned,” said an intimate 
friend of Mr. Garrison last preeene. - “In these 
stringent times any capitalist may tempora- 
rily cramped for cash, but certainly Commodore 
Garrison is abundantly provided with collater- 
als. He em | y owns the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie Railroad, and he is one of the heaviest 
holders of gas stocks in the United States. Two 
‘or three years ago, before the tremendous 
shrinkage in railroad securities occurred, C. K. 
Garrison was worth $40,000,000. To-day he is 
worth from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, and perhaps 
more. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland and Toledo Railroad Company 

as been called for next Monday to take action 
n relation to the protested paper. The head- 
guarters of the company are at Youngstown, 
Ohio. ©. H. Andrews 1s President, and among 
the Directors are C. K. Garrison, Abram Gar- 
rison, W. C. Andrews, Solon Humphress, repre- 
senting the Pittsburg and Western interest, and 
George J. Forrest.

RIGHTS TO THE STREETS. 


——— 
MR. SHAW SUBMITS OPINIONS FOR THE 
CABLE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Six gentlemen interested in the Forty- 
second-street, St. Nicholas-avenue and Man- 
hattanville Street Railway Company sat in the 
Mayor's office yesterday afternoon and peace- 
fully nodded and dozed for one hour and forty 
minutes, while Mr. Charles P. Shaw, of the 
Cable Railway Company, told Mayor Edson why 
he should not approve tke privilege given the 
Street Railway Company by the Common 
Council to lay its tracks in certain streets 
of this city. Two of these thoroughfares 
are Forty-second-strect and the Boulevard. Ciad 
in the armor of vested rights in these streets Mr. 


Shaw wandered at will in the fields of tancy un- 
relieved by cold facts cx stern iogic. The streets, 
he said, bud already been dedicated to the use of 
the Cable Railway Company, and neither the 
Legislature nor the Cummon Council of this city 
could take them away from the cable concern. 
Property could not be taken away from any 
corporation without due process of law. Emi- 
nent men had declared that the Cable Railway 
Company’s claim to the streets selected by the 
Rapid Transit Commission was good. 

“Men,” said Mr. Shaw, “who walk the moun- 
tain ranges of law have so decided.” When the 
last Legisluture passed the General Surface Rail- 
way bill it sequestrated and contiscated the prop- 
erty of the Cable Kailway Company. “The 
black flag was up.” said Mr. Shaw; * the Com- 
mune was there.” Severai pounds of opinion 
and documents were then submitted by Mr. 
Shaw to the Mayor, and within 60 seconds the 
descending sun measured the shadow of his 
form on the City Hall steps as he tripped down 
them and out into the cruel world. 

Mr. W. C. Trull spoke brietiy in favor of the 
street railway company. He argued that the 
corporation created by the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission was vested only with the power to ac- 
quire the right to construct its roads in the same 
way that any other company could. It was not 
given the right to take streets without the 
consent of the Common Council and the 

roperty-owners along the proposed lines. 
Fie denied that the commission had laid 
down lines in  Forty-second-street and 
the Boulevard, for the reason that it was 
prohibited by acts of 1875 and 1881 from using 
those streets. Whatever rights the cable com- 
pany had were for steam and not horse railroads, 
and, further, under the Rapid Transit act, the 
commission was not permitted even to locate 
roads without the consent of the property- 
owners along the proposed routes. 

The Mayor listened to the arguments atten- 
tively, hut did not indicate what course he would 
take. The resolution giving the franchise to the 
railroad in question was passed by the Common 
Council June 12, and the Mayor has 10 days”in 
which to either approve or veto it. 
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PARK BOARD INVESTIGATION. 


THE INQUIRY ADJOURNED THAT ALL THE 
COMMISSIONERS MAY BE SERVED. 


All the Park Commissioners—E. L. Viele, 
William M. Olliffe, John D. Crimmins, and 8. H. 
Wales—appeared before Judge Barreit, in the 
Supreme Court, yesterday, although Gen. Viele 
was the only one served with the order in the 
proceedings instituted by five tax-payers for 
their examination respecting alleged ille- 
gal expenditures of public money’ by 
them. John E. Parsons, Theron G. 
Strong, and H. R. Beekman accompanied 


them as counsel. James W. Hawes, counsel for 
the tax-payers, having asked that Gen. Viele 
should be sworn and examined, Mr. Parsons ob- 
jected, on the ground that as the proceedings af- 
fected all the Commissioners, all should be served 
with the order. When they were served, he said, 
they would put in their answers, and the inquiry 
could goon ina iy mee and formal manner. 
Mr. Strong said the Commissioners courted in- 
vestigation. Mr. Hawes was of the opinion that 
the Commissioners need not all be served 
before the inquiry was begun, and that each 
could be examined without regard to the others, 
an interval of 48 hours having been allowed to 
elapse between the service of the order on him 
and his examination. It might not be necessary, 
he said, to examine any other Commissioner than 
Gen. Viele. Judge Barrett ordered all the Com- 
missioners to be served before the inquiry should 
begin, and adjourned the matter until next Mon- 
day afternoon, prior to which time Mr. Hawes is 
to give the counsel for the Commissioners a 
statement of the matters on which the tax-pay- 
ers desire information.

DYING OF A FRACTURED SKULL. 


THE TWO STORIES TOLD AS TO THE CAUSE 
OF WILLIAM VRIELAND’S DEATH. 
William Vrieland was found unconscious 
at the foot of a staircase in a Market-street tene- 
ment-house, Newark, Wednesday night. A physi- 
cian who was called found no serious injuries, 
prescribed a simple remedy, and went away. 
Yesterday morning, however, Vrieland began to 
bleed from the nose; he became delirious, and at 
10 o’clock he died of a fractured skull. He lived 
with his wife on the top floor of the build- 
ing. She says that after her husband reached 
home Wednesday night he lay on the lounge. 
Subsequently he went down stairs,and on the 
steps met James Jenkins, who lives in the same 
house on one of the lower floors. Jenkins, she 
alleges, finally struck her husband a blow behind 
the ear that threw him headlong down the stairs, 
Mrs. Jenkins says that ber husband was locked 
in his room at the time Vrieland fell, they 
not being on good terms. Her story is that 
after his arrival home on Wednesday even- 
ing Vrieland armed himself with a stick and 
threatened to break her husband’s jaw with it, 
but retired to his room again without making 
any assault. When the two men met, later in 
the evening, on the stoop, Vrieland commenced 
to abuse Jenkins, but the latter’s wife persuaded 
her husband to leave him alone, and then led 
him to their rooms and locked the door, to pre- 
vent acollision. That is all she knows about it. 
Jenkins is in custody, and will be held to await 
the result of the Coroner's inquest. Vrieland 
was the father-in-law of the late Police Justice 
Jessup, and was a man well advanced in years.

FOUND DYING IN THE STREET. 

A man was found on the sidewalk in 
Manhattan-avenue, Greenpoint, early Monday 
morning, in a nearly unconscious condition, and 
taken to the Eastern District Hospital. When 
somewhat revived he said his name was John 
Mansten, a German laborer, about 45 years old, 
of No. 183 Greenpoint-avenue. He was covered 


‘with bruises and was suffering from several 


severe cuts. On Sunday he entered the saloon 


of D. J. Kennedy, in Clay-street, near Man- 
hattag-avenue, and while there became engaged 
in a quarre! with a number of Irishmen. Mansten 
was knocked down and kicked about the face 
and body until he was nearly unconscious. Then 
he was taken by his assailants to some place, he 
could not remember where, and kept until 16 
o‘clock the following morning. He was then let 
go, but while walking along Eagle-street he was 
again set upon and star several times. He 
did not remember anything more until be found 
himself in the hospital, where he died yesterday 
morning. 

The police arrested Kennedy, the saloon- 
keeper, by order of the Coroner, and he was re- 
quired to give bail yesterday to appear for ex- 
amination.

THE SALE AT THE AMERICAN 
HORSE EXCHANGE. 
SIXTY-EIGHT ANIMALS BRING $16,575—THE 
RESULT OF THE THREE DAYS’ AUCTION 

NOT ENTIRELY SATISFACTORY. 

The combination sale of Jersey cattle at 
the American Horse Exchange, at Broadway and 
Fiftieth-street, closed yesterday. In, the three 
days during which the sale continued 201 head 
were disposed of, bringing a little over $57,000, 
an average of about $283a head. The highest 
price paid for any one animal was $1,500, the 
4-year-old cow Nymph of St. Lambert being 
knocked down at this figure to Mr. V. E. Fuller, 
of Hamilton, Ontario. The lowest notch was 
reached yesterday, when two Jerseys were sold 
for $75 each. The sale, it is admitted, was made 
at the wrong season of the year to bring many 
heavy buyers together, and as a result the prices 
got were onlyfair. Many stockmen are away 
from home, and others are too busy with farm 
work just now to devote time to increasing their 
herds. Had the sale been held in the Fall it is 
thought that at least a third more would have 
been realized for the cattle. Whileall the stock 
was pure bred, it was not, taken as a whole, of 


exceptionally fine quality, there being many 
gleanings from well-known herds. There were, 
of course, exceptions to this, but the rule held 
good during the three days of the sale. 

Sixty-eight head were sold yesterday for a to- 
tal of $16,575, an average of about $243 a head, 
against 65 head on Wednesday for $23,445 and 68 
head on Tuesday ‘for $17,035. Miss Alexandre, a 
5-year-old cow. brought the top figure, $700. 
The next highest price paid was $560 for the 
handsome 9-year-old cow Ochra. Farmer's 
Glory. a bull with an yo record as a prize 
winner in Jersey.

Rebecca Jones, the contumacious wit- 
ness whom all the majesty of the Surrogate’s 
Court cannot induce to testify in the contest of 
the will of her employer, Louis C. Hamersley, re- 
fused to attend the trial of the suit yesterday, 
and, as it was adjourned until October, she will 
be obliged to remain within the confines of Lud- 
low-Street Jail all Summer. She told her coun- 
sel, Mr. Scott, thatshe would not consent to leave 
the jail until the contest was concluded, and all 
possibility of her being called as a witness thus 
averted. 
The hearing in regard to J. Hooker Hamers- 
ley’s plea to be admitted among the contestants 


of the will was continued yesterday, his father, 
John W. Hamersley, being examined by John E, 
Parsorws. Mr. Hamersley testified that he knew 
Mrs. Louis Hamersley several years before she 
married his nephew. Her maiden name was 
Price, and she lived in Newark with her parents. 
Her husband became acquainted with her at the 
house of a Mrs. Taylor, in Washington, and 
afterward met her at the White Sulphur Springs 
in Virginia. They were married in Troy, and at 
once took up their residence in the Hamersley 
mansion in this city. Her temperament and dis- 
position, Mr. Hamersiey said, were very impera- 
tive, and she was positive and domineering in 
her manner. 

Ex-Judge Carter, of Mrs. Hamersley’s counsel, 
asked Mr. Hamersley, on cross-examination, if 
he had advised his son Hooker to take the course 
he had pursued about the contest of the will. 

“No,” replied Mr. Hamersley; ““we did not 
agree on all points. I and you are for maintain- 
ing the will, you know.” : 

The lawyer looked somewhat surprised, and 
asked: “Did you not, during a conference at 
which Mr. De Witt, Mr. Lockman, and Mr. 
Wheeler were present, suggest that your 
nephew’s estate be divided into three parts, and 
that you woulda take one of these parts?” 

“I spoke of it, perhaps,’ answered Mr. Ham- 
ersley. calmly. ‘*There has been iniquity about 
this case,” he added, “that you have not heard 
of yet.” 

* Did you not also suggest,” continued ex- 
Judge Carter, that the will would be offered 
for probate?”

DENYING THE WIFE THAT HE DESERTED IN 
SAN FRANCISCO, 

On Monday last a tall woman, apparent- 
ly about 55 years of age, was taken before Jus- 
tice Naeher, in Brooklyn, on acharge of disor- 
derly conduct. She had annoyed the police a 
good deal by reporting imaginary disturbances 
in different parts of the city, and she was finally 
taken into custody. The Justice believed her to 
be insane, and decided to have her examined by 
medical experts. The woman said her name was 
Isabella Curran, and she protested vigorously 


against her detention. She said that if any per- 
son was to be punished it should be her husband, 
Patrick Curran. 

Seem meg bay ing Nyt Curran said that about 
seven years ago she had been deserted by her hus- 
band in San Francisco. She had come to Brook- 
lyn with one of her sons and taken up a residence 
at No. 228 North kifth-street. A short time ago 
her husband had opened a small dry goods store 
immediately opposite her house under the name 
of Thomas Carraher. When she spoke to him he 
had refused to recognize her and said he had 
never seen her before. But she could not 
be mistaken, and her son, who was 7 
years of ageat the time of the desertion. also 
recognized Carraher as his father. While the 
woman was waiting for tlfe arrival of the doc- 
tors her son, a bright lad of 14, entered the court. 
He corroborated his mother’s story. He said 
that after his father had deserted his mother in 
San Francisco, seven years ago, she had come to 
Brooklyn, leaving behind her two sons, one of 
whom was 18 years of age,andadaughter. His 
mother was *‘ out of her head,” but she was right 
when she said that the man calling himself 
Thomas Carraher was Patrick Curran, her 
husband. 

A warrant was issued for Carraher's arrest on 
acharge of abandonment. Heis about 46 years 
of age and lives with a woman who, he says, is 
his wife, at the rear of his dry goods store, in 
North Fifth-street. In Justice Naeher’s court 
he said to the boy: “Do you mean to say that 
you know me?” 

** Yes,” replied the lad, “‘ you are my father. 
If it 1s necessary my two brothers will come on 
from San Francisco to identify you. Your 
brother isthe owner of the Atlantic Hotel in 
San Francisco, and he can identify you, too.” 

The man positively denied the truth of the 
boy’s statements. He said he was a brother of 
the Carrahers, of Grand-street, New-York, and 
that ex-Coroner Nolan knew him and would go 
bailfor him. Coroner Nolan was sent for. e 
said to the man claiming to be Carraher: “I 
know the Carrahers, of Grand-street, New-York, 
but I don’t know you. If you can prove to me 
that you are one of the Grand-street Carrahers I 
will go bail for you.” 

The prisoner could not furnish immediate 

roof of his alleged identity, and was sent to 
Jal, He said that he wasa native of the Isle of 
Man, and that be would certainly be able to 
prove that he was Thomas Carraher and not Pat- 
rick Curran.
